THE  NEW  POLICE. 

**  We  all  hare  our  folUri,  and  who  can  deny 
That  theira  are  Che  sweeteat  of  any.** 

We  recommended  the  plan  of  the  New  Police  long  before  its  orga¬ 
nization,  and  have  seen  nothing  iri  the  working  of  the  system  to  induce 
us  to  alter,  our  favourably  qpiniop.  .  There  i«,  of  course,  room  for 
improvement ;  but  the 'shape  of  the  thing  is  good,  and  its  beneficial 
consequepcea  will  prevail  against  all  foolish  prejudices  of  ranting 
boyhood  pr  whining  dotage.  •  Sir  Robert  Peel  remarked — 

*  Aa  far  aa  his  experieike  of  the  new  system  went,  he  had  formed  a 
highly  favourable  ‘opinion  of  it.  Twelve  months  had  not  yet  elapsed  since 
it  was  formed,  and  he  did  not  expect  that  in  so  short  a’timc  it  would  have 
done  so  much.  He  had’  never  anticipated  that  it  would  in  that  time  have 
become  so  well  acquainted  with  the  class' of  people  it  was  most’ desirous  the 
police  should  be  acquainted  with,  and  should  watch  them.* 

This  touches  an  objection :  (here  is  a  chiss  of  people  with  whom 
the  (Police  have  in  a  short  time  cultivated  a  wondrously  close  acqtiain- 
Unce,  and  with  whom  it  is  by  no  means  desirable  that  they  should  be 
on  such' very  intimate  terms;  and  that  class  is  the  class  of  maid¬ 
servants.  -l^e  gallantry  of  the  corps  is  a  subject  of  universal  com¬ 
plaint.  '  Taken  as  a  body,  they  are  the  greatest  flirts  of  the  age.  IIow 
this  evil' is*  to  be  completely  corrected  we  do  not  exactly  perceive,  but 
if  Sir  Robert  Peel  institutes  inquiries,  he  will  find  additional  cause 
for  his  remark,  that  **  twelve  months  (the  period  is  about  nine)  have 
not  elapsyd  since  the  corps  was  formed,  and  he  did  not  expect  that 
within  so  short  a  time  it  would  have  done  so  much.*’  Perhaps  they 
want  chaplains  or  churching,  or  the  admonitions  of  Mrs  Fry,  or 


THE  COBBETT  TONGUE. 

If  there  were  any  doubt  of  Mr  Cobbett’s  being  the  greatest  roaster 
of  vituperation  in  the  English  language,  the  following  finished  exam¬ 
ple  would  surely  remove  it.  According  to  the  Eastern  phrasing,  it 
**  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired,*’  in  the  way  of  abuse : — 

*  Cheltenham  is  what  they  call  a  **  ica/rrtng  place*'- — that  is  to  say,  a 
place  to  which  tax-gorgers,  together  with  gluttons,  drunkards,  aud  debau¬ 
chees  of  all  descriptions,  female  as  well  as  male,  resort,  at  the  suirgestions  ' 
of  silently  laughing  quacks,  in  the  hope  of  getting  rid  iA  the  boduy  conse¬ 
quences  of  their  manifold  sins  ami  iniquities.  When  I  enter  a  place  like 
tliis,  1  always  feeMlspnsed  to  squeeze  up  my  nose  with  my  flngors.  It  is 
nonsense,  to  be  sure ;  but  I  conceit  that  every  two-legged  creature  that  I 
see  coming  near  me,  is  about  to  cover  me  with  the  poisonous  proceeds  of 
its  impurities.  To  places  like  tius  come  all  that  is  knavish  and  all  that  is 
foolish,  and  all  that  is  base ;  gamesters,  pickpockets,  and  harlots  ;  young 
wife-hunters  in  search  of  rich  and  ugly  and  old  women,  and  young  husband- 
hiinters  in  search  of  rich,  wrinkled,  or  half-rotten  men — the  former  reso¬ 
lutely  heiit,  be  the  means  what  they  may,  to  giye  the  latter  heirs  to  their 
land  and  tenements.  Before  wc  got  into  Cheltenham,  1  learned  from  a 
coal  carter,  which  way  we  had  to  go,  in  order  to  see  “  The  New  Build- 
ingi which  are  now  nearly  at  a  stand.  We  rode  up  the  main  street  ' 
of  the  town,  for  some  distance,  and  then  turned  oflT  to  the  left,  which  iioon 
brought  us  to  the  **  desolation  of  abuiiiinatioii.*'  1  have  seldom  seen  aiiv- 
tlung  with  more  heartfelt  satisfaction.  Oh,**  said  1  to  invself,  **  the 
accursed  Thing  has  certainly  got  a  blouj^  then,  in  every  part  of  its  corruiit 
and  corrupting  carcass  I**  The  whole  town  (and  it  was  now  ten  o’clock) 
looked  delightfully  dull.  1  did  not  see  more  than  four  or  five  carriages, 
and.  perhaps,  twentv  people  on  horseback ;  and  these  sepmed  by  their  j 
hook  noses  apd  round  eyes,  and  by  the  long  and  sootv  necks  of  the  women, 
to  be,  for  the  greater  part,  Jews  and  Jewesses.  The  place  really ap|>ears 
to  be  sinking  very  fast,  and  I  have  been  told,  and  believe  the  rsict,  that 
houses  in  Cheltenham  will  now  sell  for  only  iust  about  ot^e-lhird  as  muck 
as  the  same  would  have  sold  for  only  in  Iasi  October,  It  is  curious  to 
see  names  which  the  vermin  owners  have  put  u^n  the  houses  here. 
There’s  a  now  row  of  most  gaudy  and  fantastical  dwelling  places,  called  , 
Colombia  Place,  given  it  doubtless  by  some  dealer^  in  Bonds,  There  is 
what  a  boy  told  us  was  the  **  New  dpa,"  there  is  Heater  loo  House! 
Oh,  how  1  rejoiced  at  the  ruin  of  the  base  creatures.  There  is  Livernool 
Collage,  Canning  Collage,  Peel  Collage ;  and  the  good  of  it  is,  that  the 
ridiculous  beasts  nave  put  this  word  collage  upon  scores  of  houses,  and 
some  very  mean  and  shabby  houses,  standing  along  and  making  part  of  an 
uqbroken  street !  What  a  figure  this  place  will  cut  in  another  year  or  two  I 
I  should  not  wonder  to  see  it  nearly  wholly  deserted.  It  is  situated  in  a 


perhgps  an  intimation  fhat  their  orders  to  watch  areas  do  not'neces- 
sarily  compel  the  ogling  of  the  goddesses  thereof,  and  that  the  too 
general  culUvatton  of  female  society  .  will  *  be  no  recommendation  to 
praaMMtpfw  The  aacient  svatch  were  clear  of  the  reproach  attaching 
to  the  new  body — the  DogSerriet'  were  no  flirts,'  no  loungers  about 
area  ^tes,  no  beguilers  of  maidk  on  their  errands.  They  passed  their 
hours  of  watch  in  ^innocent  sUimbers.  We  should  like  to  know  how 
Alfred’^  watchmen  comported  themselves  in  the  particular  of  gallan- 
tfy,*fvr  to  that  luminous  age  we  are  referred  for  all  guiding  examples. 

'There  is  in  the  House  of  Commons  a  gemleman  extremely  admired 
by  his  friends,  and  whose  speeches  have  all  the  force  and  Are,  the 
allusion,  reference,  argument,  and  rhetorical  splendor  of  a  school¬ 
boy’s  theme.  He  seems  as  one  writing  for  a  silver  pen,  or  spouting 
for  a  prize  copy  of  Entick’s  Speaker,  Reading  his  declamations,  we 
cannot  help  imaging  the  orator  to  our  mind’s  eye,  adoroed,  as  to  his 
jacket,  with  three  rows  of ‘gill  sugar-loaf  buttons ;  vet  is  he  of  the  age 
of  lapels  and  skirted  coats,  but'his  mind  is  npt  or  the  mature  struc¬ 
ture  of  his  clothes,  and  it  has  not  yet  arrived  at  a  tail.  It  is  of  the 
sugar-loaf  button  period.  To  speak  the  character  in  a  word,  the 
man  talks  of  Alfred  1— What  a  whiff  of  bread  and  butter  goes  with 
the  word ;  what  associations  of  white  mugs  and  skim-milk.  Surely 
some  Member  Dught  to  move  that  a  nurse  be  appointed  to  the  Honour¬ 
able  House,  whose  express  office  it  shall  be  to  snatch  up,  and  instantly 


cany  out  in  arms,  any  Honourable  Member  whose  speech  msy  be  of 
Alfred  ;  and  that  the  said  nurse  be  provided  with  a  rattle,  of  the 
size  and  figure  of  the  head  of  the  mace,  which  she  shall  agitate  before 
the  fa^  of  such  speaker,  both  to  drown  his  babble  and  to  divert  his 
aiieotion  to  batter  things  than  the  subject  of  ,his  baby  discourse. 

In  Sir  Richard  VTvfAv’s  attack  on  the  New  Police,  he  observed— 

*  J*^^.IIight  Uon.  Secretary  had  proposed  to  give  the  benefits  of  his  plan 
to  the  City  oi  London,  but  the  Corporation  had  wisely  resolved  to  keep 
affairs  in  their  own  hands,  and  resist  the  introduction  of  the  Police  into 
t^CiU.

balf-hoi^sbeadi  of  porter  and  six  of  ttrong  ale,  with  about  dxtf  gallons  of 
whiskj,  had  been  also  prorided  for  the  feast.  Pitchers  of  whi^j,  mixed 
with  strong  ale  and  porter,  were  distribated,  along  with  slices  of  beef  and 
bread,  to  all  and  sundiT.  fn  the  eourso  of  a  couple  of  hoars,  the  potent 
liauors,  quaffed  bj  the  multitude,  itretoed  the  green  voith  the  victtme 
gluttony  and  intoxication  ;  and  before  sunset  many  had  been  remoTed  in 
carts.  On  the  roads  from  Bannockburn  MaD,  in  erery  direction,  people 
were  found  lying  perfectly  helplete.  One  man  relates,  that  between 
Baouockbum  and  Stirluig,  ae  looted  the  neckelotht^  and  placed  in  ele¬ 
vated  positions^  no  lett  than  eight  individuate  who  were  evidently  in 
danger  of  tuffocation.  Indeed,  it  could  not  be  well  otherwise^  when  the 
lade  and  lauet  of  the  neighbouring  villagetwere  fumithed^  ad  libitum^ 
with  mingled  etrong  ale  and  whisky.  On  the  Sunday  mornii^,  parties 
were  out  in  all  directions  looking  for  relatives  and  friends^  ana  remoTing 
them  from  the  highways,  that  thejr  might  not  be  obsersed  by  people  going 
to  church.  The  effects  of  this  disgraceful  drinking  were,  that  three  indi¬ 
viduals  have  lost  their  lives  in  consequence^-Hiot  to  mention  several  others 
who  have  narrowly  escaped  a  similar  fate  from  the  same  cause,  ^ring  been 
obliged  to  be  repeatedly  bled,  and  afterwards  attended  by  medical  men.* — 
Oreenoek  Advertiser,  — - 

THE  NEW  JUDGE  IN  EQUITY. 

It  may  be  remembered  (as  errors  are  generally  remembered,)  that 
we  approved  of  the  proposed  new  Judge  in  Equity,  relying  on  the 
representations  of  persons  whom  we  thought  peculiarly  well  qualified 
to  form  a  just  opinion  respecting  the  expediency  of  the  measure.  We 
confess,  however,  that  the  speeches  of  Sir  Charles  Wetherell  and 
Mr  Fergusson  have  presented  the  subject  in  a  new  view  to  us,  and  they 
have  made  it  clear,  at  least,  that  the  necessity  for  the  new  officer  has 
not  yet  been  proved.  Mr  Fergusson,  in  his  very  masterly  speech  on 
Thursuay  night,  touched  incidentally  on  the  judicial  functions  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  and  the  absurdity  of  giving  appeals  from  the  decision 
of  a  judge  in  one  place,  to  his  final  judgment  in  another,  such  final 
judgment  being  assisted  by  the  presence  of  certain  hereditary  legis¬ 
lators  who  are  not  qualified  to  understand  the  question  under  discus¬ 
sion,  if  they  had  so  strange  a  taste  as  to  interest  themselves  about  it. 
According  to  analogy,  however,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Lords 
should  be  competent  judges,  for  the  genius  of  our  constitution  directs 
that  the  perplexities  of  a  most  intricate  law  shall  be  resolved  by  the 
most  utter  ignorance.  Thus  a  case  which  may  have  tried  the  ingenuity 
of  expert  lawyers  and  practised  judges,  goes  to  a  jury  of  a  dozen 
persons  collected  at  hap-hazard  out  of  the  herd  of  society.  It  may  be 
objected  that  the  province  of  juries  is  the  province  of  fact,  but  with  the 
facts  they  have  to  apply  the  law  laid  down  to  them,  and  upon  the  just¬ 
ness  oftheir  apprehension  of  the  law  must  depend  the  justice  of  their 
verdict.  If  for  a  surgical  operation  a  man  was  taken  out  of  the  streets 
merely  because  he  had  a  decent  coat  on  his  back,  and  he  were  obliged 
to  use  the  knife  according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  after  having 
heard  a  lecture  read  on  the  particular  case,  concluding  with  directions 
for  the  operation,  all  would  perceive  the  enormity  of  the  arrangement ; 
and  yet  legal  applications  require  practice,  though,  perhaps,  not  so  much 
as  surgical  operations,  and  unpractised  men  of  the  best  understand¬ 
ings  may  tremble  on  being  placed  in  the  jury  box.  Supposing  the 
fitness  of  juries  for  the  administration  of  justice.  Lords  may  be  ima¬ 
gined  capable  of  judging  in  the  last  resort  of  Equity,  and  if  they 
really  dia  so,  the  system  of  resolving  the  perplexities  of  a  craft  by 
ignorance  would  seem  to  be  complete. 

Mr.  Fergusson  observed — 

‘  Let  a  foreign  lawyer  be  taken  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and  he  would  be 
neffeetly  astonished.  There,  instead  of  the  400  Ju^es  whom  he  might 
have  expected  to  find,  he  would  only  see  the  Lord  Cfnancellor,  with  two 
other  Peers,  who  acted  in^  rotation  ;  so,  that  one  day  the  Learned  Lord 
might  be  supported  by  an  Irish  Bishop  and  a  Hrotch  Lord,  and  another  by 
two  young  men  of  fashion,  from  Ht  James's  street.  And  what  when  the 
judratmt  wa^ronounced  ?  Why  the  foreigner  would  say,  “  Oh,  I  heard 
all  this  in  the  Court  below ;  the  same  judgment,  in  the  same  words,  deli¬ 
vered  bf  the  same  person.**  Let  him  not  after  this  be  told  that  appeals 
were  few  in  number  ;  no  wonder  that  they  should  be  so,  when  this  was  the 
rase.  If  he  knew  that  the  Judge  only  in  a  private  conversation  had  expres¬ 
sed  an  opinion  against  his  cause,  should  he  not  be  a  fool  and  a  driveller  to 
saddle  himself  with  the  costs,  to  have  that  unfavourable  judgment  only  the 
more  irrevocably  confirmed  ?  But  let  the  same  foreigner  be  taken  the  next 
day  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and  there  he  would  hear  a  Scotch  appeal :  of 
course  it  would  be  expected  that  the  presiding  Judge  was  a  man  learned 
ill  the  law  of  the  land  whence  the  appeal  came;  but  what  was  the  fact? 
He  was,  on  the  contrary,  a  man  that  actually  knew  nothing  at  all  about  the 
matter  he  undertook  to  determine ;  of  course,  in  saying  this,  he  was  not 
alluding  to  any  porticolar  Chancellor,  but  to  English  Chancellors  generally : 
and  die  consequence,  therefore,  was,  that  the  most  elaborate  aud  painfiii 
decisioMof  the  Scotch  Judges  had  been  unwisely  overturned.  This  cer¬ 
tainly  was  a  most  grievous  state  of  things;  and  he  should,  therefore,  be 
glad  to  see  the  day  when  a  person  really  learned  In  the  Scotch  law  was 
appointed  to  assist  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  such  decisions,  and  prevent  his 
forming  opinions  directly  in  the  teeth  of  the  law  of  ScoUai^.* 

THl  OPORTO  WINS  COMPANY. 

rwii  Hyda  Villien  moved  for  paptrs  rtipectiDg  the 

Wiim  Company  in  a  modest  Ipoeeh  of  grtot  ability.  The 
aUMhmtot  to  Port  wine  in  this  country  n  very  much  like  the  sffhe- 
UoR  tor  thft  CoQiUuiUon,  Tlie  qm  ii  about  ai  nuiob  what  it  pur¬ 


ports  to  be  as  the  other,  and  a  pernicious  compound  is  extolled  for  its 
generous  qualities.  In  the  former  as  well  as  in  the  latter  instance,  it 
may  be  pleaded  that  the  thing  works  well,  considering  the  number  of 
round-b^ied,  red-nosed,  and  purple-faced  worthies,  who  present 
awful  examples  of  vitality  in  its  grossest  stages.  As,  however,  in 
countries  of  light  wines,  bodies  of  well-cultivated  stomachs  are  ob¬ 
served  to  attain  to  a  considerable  amplitude,  it  may  be  questioned 
whether  the  proportions  of  John  Ball's  pride  are  in  truth  referable  to 
the  hot  black  draughts  in  which  he  delights,  and  it  may  be  conjec¬ 
tured  that  to  their  action  on  the  head  is  in  part  referable  some  of  those 
obstinate  and  obtuse  qualities  which  he  occasionally  displays  so 
greatly  to  his  own  inconvenience.  It  is  a  fine  example  of  causation, 
that  the  existence  of  the  Marquis  de  Pombal  in  the  middle  of  the 
last  century  has  caused  this  country  to  be  drenched  with  bad  wine. 
Every  pint  of  intoxicating  nastiness  in  an  inn  or  coffee-house  may  be 
directly  attributed  to  that  Marquis  de  Pombal  whose  spirit  lies  in 
the  red  sea  that  flows  down  the  throat  of  Britain.  This  unlucky 
Marquis  established  the  Oporto  Wine  Company,  which  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  Mr  H.  Villiers, — 

‘  Was  not  merely  a  wine  monopoly,  but  a  bodyposaessed  of  the  greatest 
legislative,  judicial,  and  commerci^  powers.  [The  Hon.  Gentleman  here 
read  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Company,  in  which  its  rights  and  pri¬ 
vileges  were  guarded  by  the  most  severe  penalties.]  So  severely  were 
these  severe  provisions  carried  into  execution,  that  in  a  very  short  period 
no  fewer  than  265  persons  suffered  imprisonment,  exile,  or  death,  for  smug- 
gliug,  and  other  violations  of  the  Company*s  laws.  But,  by  the  regulations 
of  the  Company,  we  were  prohibited  from  importing^  any  wine  except  from 
their  district ;  and  they  prescribed  the  quality,  price,  and  quantity  of  the 
wine  which  was  to  be  exported.  Instead  of  the  British  trader  being  allowed 
to  buy  his  wine  in  any  port  of  Portugal,  he  was  compelled  to  take  it  from 
this  district ;  although  it  was  notorious  that  much  of  the  wine  produced  in 
that  district  was  of  an  inferior  quality,  while  much  of  the  wine  elsewhere 
was  first  rate.  But  that  was  not  all.  At  the  general  sale  of  the  Company’s 
wines,  which  took  place  on  one  day,  the  wines  were  arranged  in  two  classes, 
the  one  under  the  title  of  aprovado^  the  other  under  that  of  separado ; 
and  no  one  was  allowed  to  purchase  the  former  without  buyinjg  a  corres¬ 
pondent  quantity  of  the  latter.  The  consequence  was,  that  the  wine  brought 
to  this  country  was  mixed  and  adulterated.* 

Mr  Hyde  Villiers  added, 

*  It  was  worth  observing,  that  the  wines  of  Portugal  had  never  recovered 
their  value  in  the  foreign  market,  since  the  establishment  of  the  Company 
in  question  ;  that  when  the  trade  was  opened  with  Brazil,  their  exports  fell 
a  fourth ;  and  that  last  year,  while  their  exports  to  this  country  amounted 
to  17,950  pipes,  their  exports  to  all  the  rest  of  the  world  amounted  to  only 
1,232  pipes.  Previous  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  the  Methuen 
Treaty,  there  was  every  reason  to  believe  that  French  wine  was  a  common 
beverage  in  this  country.  In  some  of  the  old  Charters  the  price  was  stated 
at  sixpence  or  eight  pence  a  gallon.  A  single  fleet  of  200  sail  was  stated  to 
have  gone  to  Bourdeaux  to  load  with  wines.  They  read  of  400  pipes  being 
eonsumed  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  on  the  enthroning  of  an  Archbishop. 
The  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  when  Queen  Mary  was  committed  to  his  charge, 
consumed  four  pipes  a  month.  Previously  to  1695,  the  average  annual 
importation  of  French  wine  was  13,401  tons;  at  present  it  was  only  44)3. 
By  the  Methuen  Treaty,  the  importation  of  French  wine  fell  to  139  pipes, 
while  that  of  Portuguese  wine  was  raised  to  8,445  pipes.  Good  and  whole¬ 
some  wine  had  thus  been  changed  for  what  was  frequently  a  vile  and  dele^ 
terious  compound,  and  all  to  support  the  Portuguese  monopoly.* 

Mr  Robinson  vindicated  the  character  of  port  wine,  which  he,  with 
an  elegance  of  phraseology  worthy  of  note,  was  pleased  to  describe 
as  a  “  favourite  beverage** 

Mr  Hyde  Villiers  succeeded  in  his  motion. 

A  PROBABLE  ERROR. 

The  good  effect  resulting  from  abolishing  the  punishment  of  death 
for  forgery,  will  very  probably  be  mistaken  for  an  evil  consequence. 
The  barbarous  severity  of  the  law  deterred  from  prosecution,  and  thus 
actually  encouraged  to  the  commission  of  the  offence.  That  objection 
removed,  prosecutions  will  be  more  frequent,  and  tlieir  greater 
frequency  may  be  mistaken  for  an  increase  of  the  offence ;  as  in  the 
case  of  the  New  Police,  the  increase  of  prosecutions  from  increased 
activity  in  apprehension  was  mistaken  for  an  increase  of  crime.  We 
quote  some  apposite  remarks  from  a  very  able  article  on  Preventive 
Police,  in  the  first  number  of  the  London  Review: — 

*  We  are  apprehensive  that  serious  errors  are  constantly  committed 
by  receiving  implicitly  sneh  returns  as  adequate  data  to  show  the  increase 
or  diminution  of  crime.  We  would  offer,  as  part  of  the  grounds  fay  thiti 
opinion,  various  sufficiently  notorious  instanres  where  whole  districts  in  tin* 
suburbs  of  the  metropolis  have  been  subjected  to  increased  and  continued 
depredations  without  any  detections  or  commitments  having  fiillowed. 
Other  instancca  might  be  adduced,  where,  from  the  increased  activity  of 
the  police,  the  increased  vigilance  of  the  inhabitants,  or  other  causes,  de¬ 
tections  and  eomnitments  bseame  more  frequent,  though  no  unusual 
number  of  depredations  have  been  eenmittsd.  Nor  con  reliance  be  placed 
on  such  returns  as  representing,  even  on  the  average  of  a  term  ef  yearSf 
the  relative  extent  to  which  crimes  of  each  class  are  committed.  Thus  it 
is  well  known  that  the  number  of  prisoners  whose  names  appear  in  tho 
calendars  as  charged  vrith  having  obtained  goods  under  false  pretences,  or 
with  other  offences,  which  are  d^gnated  in  common  parlance  by  the  term 
swindling,  do  not  represent,  hi  onythiiig  like  the  saoM  pr<^K>rtloB  as  tira 
Must  <3  the  tthor  Anies>  the  «McM  to^nhish  thilepie«i«iof  trim  i 
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artuftUy  committed  ;  because,  from  the  defects  of  the  law,  and  from  the 
cipense  of  lejfal  proceedings  against  swindlers,  they  are  rarely  prosecuted. 
The  prerention  of  erroneous  conclusions  from  these  returns  is  of  serious 
importance;  forVe  beliere  it  has  frequently  happened  that  when  a  relaxa¬ 
tion  has  taken  ^aee^  in  the  infliction  of  capital  punishment,  offences  hare 
been  denounced  which  would  otherwise'  hare  been  concealed,  and  the 
Dumber  of  committals  hare  been  thus  increased,  some  functionaries  who 
looked  no  further  than  to  the  latter  fact,  have  jumped  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  crime  was  increasing,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  recur  again  to 
tererity  of  punishment  for  its  repression.  In  many  cases  some  actual 
increase  of  crime  might  be  expected,  until  the  greater  number  of  prosecu¬ 
tions  had  giren  experience  that  under  the  ameliorated  system  the  chance  of 
impunity  was  diminished.  Some  years  ago  a  worthy  magistrate  distin- 
^nished  himself  by  extraordinary  activity  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  mayoralty.  He  gare  at  the  same  time  a  corresponding  energy  to  the 
police  of  the  city,  and  the  conseouence  was,  that  a  greater  number  of  cases 
by  sereral  hundreds  were  brougnt  before  him  than  was  ever  known  to  have 
been  investigated  by  any  other  chief  magistrate.  Such  is  the  habit  of 
looking  to  these  returns  alone,  as  showing  the  state  of  crime  in  any  given 
district,  that  we  have  seen  it  charged  in  print,  and  heard  it  mentioned  by 
public  men,  as  a  reproach  to  this  magistrate,  that  more  crime  had  been 
committed  in  the  city  during  his  mayoralty  than  during  any  other.* 
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Patti  Clifford. 

So  carefully  cultivated  is  roguery  in  this  land  precious  to  Mercury, 
that  if  a  turn  for  thieving  appears  or  is  suspected  in  a  youth,  he  is 
sent  to  a  gaol  or  “  coUegty  as  it  is  more  properly  called,  where  he 
becomes  accomplished  in  the  theory  of  the  profession  by  conversation 
with  superior  artists.  He  goes  forth  and  practices ;  failing  in  caution 
or  address,  is  detected  and  sentenced  to  seven  years'  transportation, 
which  gives  him  leisure  to  ponder  over  his  successes  and  miscarriages, 
to  trace  either  to  their  causes,  and  hoard  up  maxims  of  prudence,  and 
khape  wiser  schemes  for  the  conduct  of  future  larcenies.  When 
nis  term  expires,  then  he  comes  out  of  the  hulks  a  sage  in  felony — one 
phose  experience  has  undergone  long  digestion,  whose  hand  has  rested 
Iwhile  his  head  has  planned,  whose  past  mistakes  have  been  followed 
|ip  to  their  sources  and  marked  for  future  avoidance.  In  all  other  vo- 
ations  practice  is  too  continuous  for  the  best  improvement.  The  law 
»hich  makes  recesses  for  thieves  whenever  they  are  cpnvicted  of  a 
ault,  provides  an  opportunity  for  reflection  and  technical  cultivation 
which  is  wanting  in  every  other  profession.  While  the  lawyer  is 
imusing  himself  in  his  vacation,  the  thief  is  improving  his  craft  in  his 
mprisonmeot.  The  question  ever  occurring  to  him  is,  “  Why  am  I 
>ere  ?**  and  the  answer  is,  not  “  Because  I  have  pillaged  my  neigh* 
)our,”  a  cause  which  fills  the  best  houses  in  England  with  the  best 
company,  but  because  he  has  been  clumsy  enough  to  be  detected. 
The  fault  is  examined  and  corrected,  and  the  rogue  rendered  more 
idroit  in  hii  next  operation.  With  a  view  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
biog  wherein  it  lives,  the  law  should  hold  the  three  essentials  to  be 
mprisonmentl  Imprisonment!  1  Imprisonment !  1 1  Imprisonment 
or  no  cause-^imprisonment  for  slight  cause — imprisonment  for  every 
?ause.  The  instant  an  indication  of  dishonesty  manifests  itself,  or 
nay  be  conj^tured,  risk  not  the  misapplication  of  that  material  out  of 
vhich  an  eminent  thief  may  be  shaped,  but  send  the  youthful  party 
traight  to  the  school  of  crime,  and  brand  him  with  its  binding  dis¬ 
grace.  It  hat  been  said  of  a  man  once  in  love,  that  though  he  breaks 
us  chain,  he  ever  after  carries  a  fragment  of  it  about  him,  which  may 
H.*  seized  for  his  recapture  in  the  same  snare.  It  is  more  true  of  a 
nan  once  in  gaol,  that  though  he  goes  forth  free  again,  he  ever  after 
arries  an  ignominious  link,  which  may  be  made  a  hold  to  bind  him 
D  guilt.  Consistently,  therefore,  the  rule  of  English  practice  is  never 
a  lose  an  opportunity  of  committing  to  prison,  and  our  boasted  Bri- 
ah  justice  may  modestly  say, — 

‘ .  .  .  .  The  little  art  I  know. 

To  make  men  raseak  and  to  keep  them  so.* 

Paid  Clifford  is  a  highwayman,  made  and  educated  according  to 
He  is  a  highly  mannered  ingenious  youth,  of  good  person  and 
^^aving  the  one  fault  only  of  being  a  rogue.  In  the  relations 
companion,  and  lover,  he  is  unexceptionable  |  and  as  may  be 
^f*ed  in  diven  instances  of  more  exalted  personages,  his  offences 
confined  to  his  public  career.  The  most  execrable  statesmen  have 
lauded  for  their  private  characters ;  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
•Ppwe  that  a  thief  of  the  lowest  order  may  not  cherish  the  domestic 
1^7*0^^  in  the  most  generous  offices  of  friendship.  The 
Vaux,  tha  pick-pockat,  furnishes  examples  in  point ; 
DfJl  tomb-stones  record  in  praise  of  husbands  and  friends, 
jwt  to  have  iMn  deserved  by  that  transported  felon.  It  is 
iNni  ^  dispensation,  that  there  is  no  nature  so  corrupted,

d  tk*  ^  address  and  deceit,  makes  his  way  Into  society, 

ami  dr  i  yoQQg  faidy  of  birth  wad  fortune.  He  forbears, 


however,  to  take  the  base  advantages  that  ofier,  and  after  a  series  of 
adventures,  some  of  which  are  conceived  and  detailed  with  great  spi¬ 
rit,  he  is  apprehended  and  tried  by  a  Judge  Brandon,  who  proves  to 
be  his  own  father.  Sentence  is  commuted ;  and  Paul,  under  another 
name,  in  another  and  a  better  world  beyond  the  Atlantic,  becomes  a 
happy  husband  and  respected  member  of  society.  The  character 
of  Brandon  is  the  masterpiece  of  the  work— 4t  is  atrocious,  but  natu¬ 
ral  under  the  circumstances  which  form  it.  The  author's  sketch  of 
this  saturnine  being's  early  passion,  whose  consequences  give  the 
cruel  stamp  to  the  ill-metal  of  the  man’s  mind,  is  of  exquisitely  nice 
observation,  and  there  is  many  a  one  who  will  shudderingly  recoffniza 
its  truth,  perceiving  in  himself  the  parallel  passages  of  error,  and  the 
inevitable  pains  that  accompany  them.  When  a  proud,  selfish,  and 
earnest  man  of  keen  feelings  loves,  his  passion  is  sure  to  be  the  inces¬ 
sant  scourge  of  his  sensibilities.  He  exacts  impossible  returns,  and 
resents  as  wrongs  to  his  merit  or  ingratitude  to  his  affection,  any  mea¬ 
sure  of  aflection  that  is  rendered.  He  complains  and  alienates ;  takes 
disgust  and  makes  it.  Brandon’s  wife  proves  false  to  him ;  becomes 
utterly  abandoned,  and  in  revenge  for  her  husband's  injuries  to  her, 
steals  his  infant  son,  and  dying,  leaves  him  to  the  care  of  creatures  of 
crime,  by  whom  he  is  brought  up.  The  boy's  protector  has  an  ambi¬ 
tion  that  he  should  be  something  better  or  safer  than  a  thief,  and  he 
might  have  escaped  the  course  of  crime  but  for  an  accident  which 
brings  him  unaer  the  suspicion  of  robbing  Brandon,  who  urges  the 
unjust  accusation  which  consigns  him  to  a  ga6l,  where,  carried  away, 
by  the  genius  lociy  he  conceives  the  ambition  of  shining  as  a  thief, 
and  acquires  the  elements  of  professional  science.  Thus  the  father 
unconsciously  makes  his  son  a  rogue,  and  afterwards  tries  him  for  the 
consequent  offences, — a  parallel  to  the  scheme  of  our  law,  which 
makes  so  many  of  the  criminals  it  punishes.  There  is  wonderful 
reciprocity  in  these  matters.  To  thieves,  law  owes  its  being ;  and  in 
return,  the  law  is  parent  of  many  a  thief.  The  anagnosis  has 
place  between  trial  and  sentence,  and  the  parent  discovers  his  long 
lost  and  long  sought  son  in  the  criminal  at  the  bar  on  whom  he  has 
to  pass  sentence  of  death. 

Paul  Clifford  abounds  in  pointed  applications  to  politics  and 
morals,  and  the  satire  is  ever  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  indeed  a 
*  Jonathaa  Wild*  romanced,  with  this  difference,  that  the  hero  is  only 
the  knave  of  circumstances,  and  is  all  amiability  out  of  his  vocation. 
The  applications  are  often  extremely  happy,  and  always  ingenious, 
but  the  scope  of  them  is  rather  confined,  by  the  part  assigned  to  Paul 
Clifford,  The  high-way  practices  in  politics  have  passed  away  for 
more  than  a  century  and  a  half,  and  swindling  is  the  present  method 
of  appropriating  public  property.  The  art  of  obtaining  money  under 
false  pretences  has  superseded  violence ;  and  the  example  to  illustrate 
in  little  the  practices  of  the  great,  would  be  the  progress  of  a  swindler 
deceiving  through  the  manifold  pretences  acceptible  to  society. 

The  late  Bow  street  case,  .of  the  worthy  personage  who  proposed 
publishing  a  paper  to  be  called  the  Alfred,  oi  Church  and  State  prin¬ 
ciples,  might  give  the  frame  to  such  a  story  as  would  necessarily  involve 
the  largest  application  to  existing  morals  and  politics.

The  Little  Theatre  in  the  Haymarket**  may  be  looked  upon  an  a 
**  forcing  house**  to  the  theatrical  nursery.  The  simile  does  not,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  hold  in  all  iU  bearing — for  year  after  year  we  hare  returned  lo  it 


the  most  healthy  and  full-blown  talent:  yet,  has  it  been,  from  beyond  the 
memory  of  the  eldest  man  livina**  a  kindly  hot-bed — a  seething  bark-pit 
to  the  tender  plant  that  still  sTirinks  from  the  uncertain  visitings  and 


March-like  caprices  of  the  Metropolitan  climate.  U niess  we  are  mistaken, 
it  was  here  that  the  late  Countess  of  Derby  first  **  dedicated  her  beauty  to 
the  sun*'  of  popularity.  Here  Messrs  Mathbws  and  Liston,  and 
Young  (we  now  speak  of  young  recollections  only)  first  gathered  pith 
before  they  could  look  on  **  Dan  Pheebus  in  his  strength."  They 
who  in  t^  large  aud  crowded  parterres  of  Old  Drui^  am  the  Corent  Hv- 
den,  are  doomed  to  vegetate  under  the  overshadowing  prominence  of  elder 
bloMoms,  traiisplaniea  here  now  shine  conspicuous,  "And  fledged  in 
*  Thespian  featners  nod  superb.**  For  this  reason,  among  others,  we  like 
the  Haymarket  Theatre.  The  critical  spirit  sits  lixhtly  upon  ns;  we 
become  amateur  dictators  in  affairs  of  taste ;  we  wins  at  incousietenci^ 
and  smile  upon  the  callow  efforts  of  young  ambition.  W e  take  credit  for 
helping  the  strenuous;  and  above  all,  we  smooth  our  self-love  in  Mag; 
lenient  and  foetering.  We  drink  the  honey-dew  of  criticism,  wliieli  are 
lenity  and  kinducei  (Mviarc  to  the  spiders  of  ihs  craft)  and  fan^oorselvee 
sitting  at  a  provincial  performance,  unaecompaaied  by  tke  coneeieiUMis 
that  eight  or  ten  elips  of  critical  remark  upon  it  nrast  be  in  the  eempod* 
tor’s  hands  by  Friday  afternoon.  We  write  at  ease‘-ellp»sliod  net 
trussed  and  bristled  with  a  sense  of  tke  ^^daeilcalitiee**  of  the  net  h**

The  hoae  epened  for  its  little  season  en  Tuesday  evenliig  #ith  the 
play  ef  fipesd  ihs  Ploughs  a  nsw piees  in  ons  act,  eaHed  Os^soksrsa, 
or  the  Man  in  the  Camlet  Cloak  /  finislifag^wtlh  The  Jlsesselrs.  In  fhn 
first  piece  we  welcomed  oar  (hfoarite  Mr  FAMUiif  m  Sir  Abel  Handah 
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who  Ukes  adTaaUce  of  his  U«ljr*s  absence  at  the  Tillage  merry-making,  and 
dances  with  one^  the  lasses  like  an  inspired  Penguin;  the  fus^y  and 
good  humoured  Mr  Viwimo,  as  his  son  who  would  rattle  and  dance 
^tb  nndiminished  giddiness  If  he  had  not  a  shirt  to  his  back:  Mr  Cooper, 
the  genius  of  solemnity,  as  Henry:  Miis  F.  H.  Kelly,  whom  in  our  cri- 
tieai  capacity  we  strictly  enjom  to  amend  a  certain  fat  croakuiess  of  roice : 
Mrs  Tayleurb  as  Lady  llandy^  the  consolidation  of  rerjuice:  Mrs 
Olotbr  mb  Dame  Aihjield^  “a  land  flowing  with  butter  and  honey:** 
and  lastly  Mr  Webster  as  her  husband.  Farmer  Atkfield^  who  surprised 
and  gratiied  os  by  some  excellent  acting,  which  restored  the  rustic  remi¬ 
niscences  of  Embry.  Some  time  ago,  in  a  momentary  twinge  of  petulance 
(we  confess  it)  upon  witnessing  the  sorrowful  exposure  of  the  most  original 
theatrical  geuius  we  erer  saw,  we  included  Mr  Webster  In  our  list  of 
objections.  We  cannot  now  regret  the  circumstance  since  it  brought  from 
that  performor  a  letter  written  in  the  best  temper  and  spirit  imaginable. 
He  defended  himself  well,  and  in  good  taste  (without,  at  the  same  time, 
begging  the  question  in  his  own  favour)  ;  excused  his  own  and  brethren's 
deficiencies  on  account  of  the  flurry  and  sympathy  into  which  they  were 
thrown  upon  that  painful  occasion.  We  promised  Mr  Webster,  in  our 
answer,  that  we  would  make  him  the  amende  honourable**  for  his  good 
spirit,  upon  a  giren  opportunity,  and  we  now  hare  the  added  gratification 
or  feeling,  that  in  doing  this  we  discharge  a  debt  of  courtesy  as  well  as 
mstice.  Prom  what  we  remarked  in  his  representation  of  the  country 
farmer,  and  afterwards  in  the  new  piece,  of  a  plethoric  coachman,  nothing 
but  ill-luck  or  indifference  on  his  own  part  will  interfere  with  his  becoming 
a'farourite  as  well  as  a  talented  actor.  We  would  obserse  too,  and  with 
pleasure,  that  he  has  in  a  considerable  degree  softened  hisToice,  tlie  tones 
of  wU^  were  sharp  and  wiry. 

.Of  the  new  piece  entitled  Conjeeture$y  we  can  say  little  in  commenda¬ 
tion,  except  that  the  thought  was  good  to  make  all  the  domestics  of  an 
establishment  canvassing  %e  causes  and  consequences  of  their  roaster  and 
mistress's  movements;  nut  the  reader  will  perceive  that  the  plot  was  not 
ermducted  after  the  most  approved  principles,  when  he  is  informed  that 
the  whole  establishment,  hall-porter,  gentleman's  valet,  postillion,  coach¬ 
man,  house-maid,  and  lady's  ditto,  are  all  assembled  in  close  divan,  fre¬ 
quent  and  full,**  in  the  said  porter's  hall,  to  discuss  the  family  concerns, 
unrebuked  and  almost  unnoticed  by  their  master,  the  banker,  who  proceeds 
upon  the  same  spot  to  open  and  read  his  morning's  letters.  It  is  singular 
that  at  the  first  rehearsal  of  this  little  apiece  no  one  should  jserceive  its 
utter  incongruity  and  contempt  of  domestic  economy,  as  instituted  at  the 
west  end  of  the  British  metropolis.  The  audience  expressed  their  disap¬ 
probation  at  the  close  of  the  performance. _

Imitations  of  Chslk  DRAwiNos,-7-prtnrtpai/y  Sketchet^  by  Sir 
Thai,  Lawrence^ — executed  in  Lithogfiyaky  by  ttlehard  Jamee  Lane 
A,R,A. — This  publication  consists  of  ten  Prints,  all  from  Drawings  by  the 
lately  deceased  President.  One  is  of  a  dramatic  character.  Sir  Toby  Belch 
and  is  not  wanting  in  satiric  expr^ion.  The  others  are  portraits.  There 
are  two,  in  profile,  of  Mr  Charles  Kemble^  one  drawn  in  1798,  the  other 
in  1805,  botn,  we  have  no  doubt,  accurate,  likenesses  of  that  accomplished 
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Enoland  and  Wales,— /rom  Drawings  byj»  M,  W,  Turner^  Esq. 
R.A.  stith  Descriptive  and  Historic  Illustrations  by  H.  E.  Lloyd,  Esq, 
No.  0.— Four  Views  arc  contained  in  this  number — Stamford,  in  Lincoln- 
shire,  engraved  by  Wm.  yikWet—- Alnwick  Castle,  l^rthumb^rland,  by  J.T. 
Wilmore — Holy  Island,  Northumberland,  by  W. Tombleson — wnAStoney- 
hurst,  Lancashire,  from  the  graver  of  J.  B.  Allen. — But  for  the  imaginative 
power  of  the  Artist,  this  View  of  "  Htainford**  would  have  been  rather  a 
common-place  scene.  It  is,  however,  a  very  striking  one,  so  finely  has  he 
lighted  up  the  church-towers  by  a  flash  of  lightning,  and,  with  the  aid  of 
the  storm,  created  such  a  brilliant  effect.  You  see  that  it  is  raining 
heavily,  not  only  by  the  hoisted  umbrellas,  tucked-up  petticoats,  and  haste 
of  the  passengers,  but  also  by  the  state  of  the  street,  the  surface  of  which, 
even  in  the  pnnt,  has  ail  the  marks  of  wetness  upon  it  -—"Alnwick  Castle'* 
forms  an  excellent  contrast  to  this  lively  scene.  The  ancient  and  spacious 
castle,  with  its  many  warlike  towers  and  grotesoue  figures,  are  seen  at  the 
calm  hour  of  moonlight.  The  light  is  beautifully  reflected  upon  the  water 


gentleman  at  those  periods  of  his  life.— Of  Miss  Siddons,  there  are  also  two 
one  a  profile,  the  other  a  full  face,  both  charming,  the  latter  especiallv' 
which  has  all  the  roundness,  breadth,  and  sweetness,  of  one*  of  Correggio's

interesting  looking  la^,  with  regular  features  and  a  gentle  aspect; — a  head 


woman,  with  something  of  the  voluptuous  in  her  eye  and  air.  — ^The  Iskt 
print  represents  a  Female,  sitting  on  the  ground,  leaning  on  one  hand,  with 
her  head  gracefully  turned  towards  the  spectator — an  elegant  composition 
in  every  respect. — Of  the  execution  of  these  lithographic  prints,  it  is  scarcely 
necessary  to  speak,  as  Mr  R.  Lanb*s  style  and  powers  must  now  be  well 
known  and  appreciated.  For  delicacy,  roundness,  force  of  relief,  and  ex- 

auisite  lightness  of  touch,  nothing  can  possibly  surpass  the  head  of  Miss 
iddons,  drawn  in  1797,— a  work  which  so  feithfuUy  represents  one  after 
"  Nature's  own  sweet  and  cunuing  hand,"  that  we  look  upon  it  again  aud 
again  with  renewed  delight. 

The  Playfellows, — drawn  on  Stone  by  Wm,  Sharp,  from  an  origi. 
nal  Drawing  by  John  Hayter. — A  pretty  little  boy,  in  petticoats,  sitting 
with  his  legs  thrown  across  a  greyhound,  whom  he  is  playfully  threatening 
with  his  raised  whip — a  portrait,  we  should  suppose,  and  a  very  animated 
and  pleasing  composition. 

Miss  Mordaunt, — on  Stone,  by  Wm,  Sharp,  from  a  Drawing  by  John 
Hayter, — A  portrait  of  the  handsome  actress,  very  tastefully  executed. 

Amy^  Robsart, — drawn  on  Stone  by  W.  Sharp,  from  an  original 
Painting  by  G.  S.  Newton,  A.R.A.—^K  charming  representation  of  the 
ill-fated  wife  of  the  abandoned  Leicester.  The  dark  hair  and  dress  admi¬ 
rably  contrast  with  the  fair  bosom  and  lovely  face  of  this  interesting  crea¬ 
ture,  and  the  fine  breadth  of  light  tlu^own  upon  each  is  especially  well 
managed.^  The  mouth  is  sweetly  formed;  the  eyes  are  dark,  but  mild; 
and  the  air  and  expression  singularly  striking  and  winning.— Mr  Sharp  has 
done  full  justice  to  the  origin^  picture. 

Tub  Kino. — This  is  a  representation  of  his  present  Miyesty,  seated  in  a 
light  phaeton,  which  is  drawn  by  two  handsome  horses.  The  King  holds 
the  reins  in  the  most  approved  manner,  and  presents  a  portly  aspect.

[  Chronicle,  He  has  no  carte  blanche  to  Tiolate  truth  and  practise  imposi- 
I  tion ;  no  infamously-acquired  impunity,  or  right  to  palm  absurdities  on  hb 
I  readers;  and,  when  we  nehold  the  candid  and  honest  opponent  of  his  con¬ 
temptible  adrersary  throwing  out  All  dirty  bait  in  order  to  catch  popubrity, 
“  -  -  -  If  siich  a  man  there  be, 

Who  would  not  weep,  if  Atticus  were  he  ?" 

'  The  following  paragraphs  will  Tie  in  driTelling  absurdity  with  the  choicest

Where  are,  alas!  the  gilded  fruits  of  the  freedom  of  the  perbhiiig  English¬ 
man  ?  Free  to  starve !  Free  to  be  neglected,  and  in  a  tuousanu  instances,

With  not  a  friend  to  close  his  ^cs.' 

Compared  with  this,  what  are  the  horrible  effects  of  slavery  ?  Let  us 
look  at  the  picture !  Freedom  and  Starvation  at  home — Labour  and 
Plenty  abroad 

It  is  not  true  that  Famine  has  not  vbited  our  shores.*^  Its*  presence  b  felt 
by  thousands  of  brown  and  black  tradeunen;  and  others,  from  whom  employ¬ 
ment  b  withheld  by  the  operation  of  unjust  and  oppressive  laws.  Its 
presence  is  felt  by  hundreds  of  Coloured  women,  who  in  their  day  of  youth 
ud  comeliness  minbtered  to' the  vicious  pleasures  of  White  seducers,  and 
in  return  for  their  tacrifice  of  virtue,  faithful  attachment,  endearing  blan¬ 
dishments  in  health,  ud  patient,  unwearied  attention  in  sickness,  have  been 
discarded  by  the  enriched  adventurer,  who,  fin  innumerable  instances)  has 
left  his  unhappy  victim  to  sink  at  once  from  tne  luxury  she  had  shared  with 
him.  to  the  lowest  depths  of  penury  and  misery,  surrounded  by  the  children 
of  the  inhuman  wretch,  who,  although  aware  that  she  had  not  wherewith  to 
educate,  clothe,  or  even  feed  them,  has  yet  left  them  to  become  qualified, 
by  bitter  experience,  to  add  their  heart-rending  testimony  to  the  /acf,tha| 
famine  U  present  in  the  land. — Its  presence  b  felt  keenly  by  thousands  ; 
but  the^  are  fVe%t  Indians,  and  not  Englbh,  Scotch,  nor  Irishmen;  they 
are  natives,  not  Colonists,  and  have  notlung  in  common  with  the  strangers 
who  absurdly  call  themselves  West  Indians.  These  spurious  West  Inoians 
are  as  locusts,  who  devour  and  desolate  the  land :  they  rob  the  native  of 
his  birthright;  they  smile  on  their  legal  plunder,  and  say,  "Famine  b 
unknown  among  us  ;  we  live  in  peace  and  plenty  ;** — they  drive  him  from 
me  tillage  of  the  field,  and  leave  him  to  starve— then  say,  "  he  is  idle or, 
"  ^^iinitate  them,  and  practice  on  a  smaller  scale  the  arts  by  which  some 
OT  them  have  grown  wealthy,  they  brand  him  with  dbhonesty  and  vice !

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Monday,  June  14. 

Another  conversation  took  place  respecting  Greece,  the  Marquis  of  Lon¬ 
donderry  requiring  further  information  concerning  Austrian  and  Russian 
policy  in  the  late  ncgociations.  No  motion  was  however  made,  and 
nothing  new  elicited. 

A  petition  was  presented  by  the  Marquis  of  Londondbbry,  from 
Thomas  Buxton,  against  the  bill  now  before  the  House,  for  annulling  the 
marriage  of  the  petitioner  with  Miss  Hickson.  Lord  L.  observed,  that  the 
case  had  been  described  as  one  of  fraud  and  abduction;  but  it  was  aimplv 
the  case  of  running  away  with  an  heiress.  He  thought  the  petitioner  had 
been  hardly  dealt  with.  The  Bishop  of  London  remarked,  that  Buxton 
had  been  convicted  of  a  conspiracy,  and  was  now  suffering  his  punbhment 
in  Lancaster  gaol. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Earl  of  Darnley,  the  bill  for  abolishing  fees 
payable  on  the  renewal  of  commission^  warrants,  &c.  rendered  necessary 
oy  the  demise  of  the  Crown,  was  committed.  Some  clauses  were  introduced 
by  the  Lord  Chancellor ;  w  bo  stated  that  the  Lord  President,  the  Lord 
Privy  Seal,  and  himself,  had  agreed  to  abandon  any  advantage  accruing  to 
themselves  on  the  renewal  of  ofiices.  One  of  the  clauses  was  to  protect 
persons  at  present  enjoying  vested  interests  in  fees  by  virtue  ot  their 
offices,  but  it  did  not  exteiiu  to  individuals  hereafter  to  be  appointed. 

Thursday,  June  17. 

PRIVILEGE  OP  TUB  COMMONS. 

Lord  Wharncliffe,  in  a  Committee  on  the  Census  Rill,  drew  attention 
to  the  practice  of  the  House  of  Commons,  in  regard  to  Money  Rills.  That 
llouse  was  perfectly  right  in  not  foregoing  its  command  over  the  public 
purse:  but  their  privileges  in  that  respect  had  been  by  degrees  enlarged 
to  an  extent  quite  absurd.  If  the  House  of  Lords  ventured  to  alter  the 
slightest  penalty  in  auy  Act,  they  would  refuse  to  entertain  the  Bill;  neither 
would  they  allow  the  Lords  to  originate  anv  Money  Bill.  For  the  purjpoao 
of  bringing  about  a  discussion  and  settlement  of  this  practice.  Lord 
Wharuclifl^  moved,  as  an  Amendment,  that  a  certain  penalty  named  in 
this  Bill  should  he  raised  from  40«.  to  50s. 

The  Duke  of  Wblli noton  said,  that  however  desirable  it  might  be  to 
have  the  point  settled,  he  did  not  think  that  matters  were  yet  sufficiently 
ripe  for  ueeision.  Another  Bill  had  been  sent  down  to  the  other  House, ' 
on  which,  perhaps,  the  question  might  arise,  and  he,  therefore,  recommended 
the  Noble  Baron  to  defer  his  Amendment. 

Lord  Wharncliffe  said  be  had  adopted  the  only  mode, by  which  tho 
question  could  conveniently  be  raised  and  decided ;  and  he  must  therefore 
persist  in  his  Amendment. 

After  some  further  conversation,  the  House  divided— For  the.  Amend¬ 
ment,  87 — Against  it,  37 — M^'ority,  10. 

Friday,  June  18. 

Numerous  petitions  were  presented  from  Ireland  against  tho  proposed 
increase  of  taxes,  particularly  on  Newspapers. 

The  Bill  to  abolwh  fees  payable  on  the  demise  of  the  Crown  was  passed 
through  another  stage.  Adjourned.  .

DUTY  ON  SUGAR. 

On  the  motion  that  the  House  should  resolve  itself  into  a  Coinmiltee  of 
Ways  and  Means, —  ' 

The  Marquis  of  Chanoos  adverted  to  the  distressed  state  of  the  West 
India  Planters,  and  declared  that  their  total  ruin  must  speedily  ensue  unless 
thev  were  relieved  from  a  part  of  the  enormous  taxes  levied  on  their  sugar 
and  rum.  He  moved  a  resolution  declaring  that  the  duty  of  ffls,  a  cwt.  on 
colonial  sugar  was  inconsistent  with  a  due  regard  to  West  India  property^ 
and  injurious  to  the  general  interest. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Excheouer  professed  a  strong  sympathy  with 
the  distressed  planters,  and  said  Government  was  most  anxious  to  afford^ 
them  all  the  relief  consistent  with  tlie  necessities  of  the  state.  ‘  He  was  * 
prepared  to  propose,  in  the  Committee,  a  new  and  graduated  scale  df 
duty,  which  would  immediately  benefit  the  West  India  planter. 

In  the  conversation  which  followed,  the  Marquisof  Chandos  was  pressed 
to  withdraw  his  motion,  at  least  till  be  had  heard  the  detail  of  the  mints* 
tejrial  proposition;  but  he  persisted  in  dividing  the  House,  when  hit  Resd- 
hitioD  was  negatived  by  lOg  to  83. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  then  sxplaiDed  his  scheme.  At 
the  present  fixed  duty  of  87#.  a  act,  pressed  most  heavily  upon  the  coarMr 
kinds  of  sugar,  he  proposed  a  graduated  scide  of  duty,  compnencing  with 
80#.  upon  the  lowest-priced  sugars,  and  rising  to  85#.  6d.  upon  tUMre 
worth  w#.  and  to  87#.  (the  present  doty)  upon  sill  atMars  worth  in«re  thfin 
80#.  He  ealrulated  that  the  revenue  would  lose  SXlO.OOO/.  bx  tag 
^on,  which  be  proposed  to  make  good  by  an  additional  duty  of  M  per  gaX^ 
bi  OQ  Wtet  India  nuD)  ttd  by  equalizing  the  duty  oo  cofn-spiriu  ibaiiu

factored  in  Enp^and,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  In  the  two  latter  countries, 
the  additional  duty  would  be  6d.  instead  of  2d.,  while  in  Enaland  it  would 
be  Is.  instead  of  Gd.  This  arrangement  to  be  m  place  of  the  alterations 
proposed  in  the  Budget  this  year,  but  not, yet  enacted.  The  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  concluded  by  moring  Resolutions  to  the  effect  stated. 

The  Resolutions  were  agreed  to  pro  fomd,  in  order  that  they  might  be 
printed,  and  considered  by  the  House  preparatory  to  the  discussion  of 
them  on  a  future  day. — MrllusKissoN  took  occasion  to  remark  that  the 
proposed  modii^ation  of  the  sugar  duties  would  be  least  beneficially  felt 
Dy  those  of  our  colonists  who  are  now  most  distresssed — the  old  West 
India  colonies,  where  the  finest  descriptions  of  sugars  are  produced,  being 
at  this  moment  the  greatest  sufferers,  while  the  new  colonies,  which  grow 
eoarse  sugars,  were  comparatirely  flourishing. 

COLONIAL  EXPENSES. 

In  the  Committee  of  Supply  a  granCof  10,445/.  was  moTcd  for  the  civil 
government  of  Nova  Scotia  for  1830.  ”  This  was  strenuously  opposed  by 
Mr  llt'ifB,  who  contended  tliat  Nova  Scotia  was  not  only  able  to  pay  for 
its  own  government,  but  desirous  of  doing  so,  if  its  Parliament  were 
allowed  a  oroper  control  over  the  Expenditure.  Its  local  revenue  in  1828 
was  38,300/.  He  instanced  many  cases  of  extravagant  salaries  in  the 
colony,  and  moved  that  6,000/.  be  deducted  from  the  proposc'd  grant. 

Sir  G.  Mueray  defended  the  grant  as  necessary,  a  portion  of  the  local 
revenue  being  expended  very  beneficially  on  the  making  of  roads  and 
bridges.  He  looked  forward  to  the  time  when  the  Colony  snould  be  able  to 
defray  its  own  expenses ;  but  he  contended  that  it  at  present  required 
some  aid.  On  a  division,  Mr  Hume's  Amendment  was  negatived  by  107 
against  50.  A  similar  discussion  arose  on  a  Resolution  for  granting  3600/. 
ibr  New  Brunswick;  but  it  was  passed  without  a  division,  A  Resolution 
for  granting  3,820/.  for  the  Civil  Establishment  of  Prince  Edward's  Island, 
Jed  to  a  very  lively  conversation.  One  of  the  items  composing  that  sum 
was  500/.  to  the  late  Governor,  stated  to  be  arrears  of  pension  for 
1820."  Explanation  being  called  for,  Mr  W.  Horton  said  the  fact  was, 
although  it  might  excite  a  smile  on  the  part  of  Mr  Hume,  that  the  Gover* 
nor's  pension  of  500/.  a  year  had  been  charged  on  the  auit-renls  of  the 
island,  but  it  was  now  necessary  to  supply  it  from  another  fund,  there  beiiig 
no  quit>rents  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  population  in  the  island. — IV^ 
lliiUB  remarked,  that  undoubtedly  the  reason  was  such  as  to  excite  a 
smile.  He  could  not  see  tlje  nc'cessity  of  expenditure  for  the  government 
of  an  island  where  there  were  no  people.  fA  laugh.)  The  Government 
ought  to  nny  this  pension  out  of  its  own  pocket,  or  let  the  governor  take 
the  island  if  he  pleased.  He  (Mr  Hume)  would  willingly  make  him  a  pre¬ 
sent  of  it.  (A  laugh.) — Mr  W.  Horton  maintained  tliat  it  was  the  inte¬ 
rest  of  this  country  to  encourage  the  growth  of  population  in  the  island, 
and  on  that  ground  he  defended  the  grant. — Mr  X).  W.  HarVey  asked 
what  was  the  use  of  a  Lieutenant-Governor  with  1200/.  a  year,  and  a 
Chief  Justice  with  700/.  a  year  if  there  were  no  people?  (A  laugh.) 
There  was  also  an  Attorney-General,  who  must  be  perfectly  useless,  since 
without  people  there  could  be  no  libels,  (Great  laughter.) — Mr  Mabrr- 
LY  proposed  that  the  grant  be  reduced  to  the  odd  20/.,  out  afterwards 
witndrew  that  proposition  in  favour  of  a  motion  by  Mr  Hume  to  deduct 
100/.  from  the  grant.  On  the  latter,  the  House  divided— For  the  reduc¬ 
tion,  71 ;  for  the  original  grant,  126;  Maiority,  48. 

A  resolution  for  granting  16,182/.  to  tlie  Society  for  tlie  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  foreign  parts,^  was  strongly  opposed  by  Lord  Howicx,  who  con- 
teuued  that  it  was  objectionable  not  oidy  as  a  waste  of  public  money, 
but  on  principle,  because  it  went  to  support  an  exclusive  church  in  the 
Colonies,  and  to  enable  it  to  monopolize  education,  which  had  excited  the 
strongest  disgust,  particularly  in  Canada. 

HirG.  Mi/rhay  defended  the  grant  as  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
religion,  and  added  his  opinion  that  the  support  of  Government  should  not 
be  restricted  to  the  Established  Church,  but  extended  to  dissenting  com¬ 
munities  which  might  require  it. — Mr  W.  Smith  complimented  Sir  George 
on  the  liberality  or  his  sentiments. — The  vote  was  carried,  on  a  division,  Ey 
148  against  45.  Other  grants  passed  with  little  or  no  opposition. 

Tuesday y  June  15. 

Sir  R.  H.  Inolis  presented  a  petition  from  the  Presbytery  of  Newcas- 
tle-upoo-Tyne,  complaining  that  British  soldiers  were  obliged  to  pay 
liomage  to  the  superstitious  and  idolatrous  ceremonies  used  in  some  of  the 
islands  of  the  Mediterranean. 

Mr  O'CoNNBLL  and  Lord  Killbrn  supported  the  prayer  of  the 
petition. 

THE  NEW  POLICE. 

Sir  E.  Knatchbull  presented  a  petition  from  the  market-gardeners  in 
the  districts  whence  the  metropolis  was  supplied  with  garden  produce, 
complaining  of  the  expense  caused  by  the  New  Police.  Formerly  there 
was  no  watch-rate  upon  land,  but  now  eight  pence  in  the  pound  was  levied 
upon  laud  as  well  as  nouses. 

8tr  R.  Pkee  said  the  expense  was  heavier  upon  some  parishes  in  conse- 
quaace  of  the  refusal  of  otuers  to  bear  their  share ;  but  tlie  opinion  of  the 


3,000  mta ;  yet  he  would  appeal  to  the  House  whether  the  good  effects,  in 
thf  protaetioa  of  property  a^  the  unproved  state  of  the  streets,  had  not 
more  than  justified  his  anticipations. 

Mr  W.  W  VMM,  Mr  R.  uoauQN,  Mr  Baiino,  Sir  J.  Suillby,  and 
several  other  Mewbere,  bore  testimony  to  the  benefits  derived  by  the 
metropolis  from  the  esUblishiueot  of  the  New  Police.  Some  Members 
Imwever,  complained  of  its  expense,  and  Sir  R.  Vyv^an  of  its  unoousti- 
tiqpal**  eharaater.  The  petition  was  ordered  to  be  pnnted. 

PUBLIC  BUSINESS.

sing  petitions  at  len^,  which  had  so  much  increased,  that  although  the 
House  had  sat  reryiate  this  session— 45  or5Q  hours  a  week* — very  li^e  had 
been  done.  Mr  Wynn  suggested  that  the  House  should  sit  in  the  mornings 
of  Wednesday  and  Saturday;  but  this  proposal  was  received  with  crin^f 
"  No,  no."  The  House  finally  agreed  to  the  arrangement  recommend 
by  Sir  R.  Peel. 

WINE  TRADE  WITH  PORTUGAL. 

Mr.  Hyde  Villibrs  exposed,  in  a  very  able  speech,  the  mischievous 
results  of  our  commercial  relations  with  Portugal.  The  Methuen  Treaty 
made  in  1763,  had  forjts  professed  olnect  the  encouragement  of  our  woolleti 
trade  with  Portugal ;  and  in  return  for  a  stipulation  that  English  wooliem 
should  never  be  excluded  from  that  kingdom,  it  was  provided  that  the 
wines  of  Portugal  should  always  be  admitted  into  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  at  one-third  less  duty  than  that  imposed  upon  the  wines  of  France. 
The  object  of  the  framers  of  the  Methuen  Treaty  was  clearly  to  injure 
Prance,  with  whom  we  were  then  at  war,  and  whose  staple  article  of  com¬ 
merce  was  wine.  The  effect  was  most  pernicious  to  British  interests. 
There  was  reason  to  believe  that  in  former  times  French  wines  funned  a 
common  beverage  in  England:  the  old  chronicles  mention  large  fleets  of 
200  sail  going  out  to  Bor^aux  for  wines,  and  their  selling  here  at  6d.  or  8d. 
a  gallon.  Even  just  before  the  Methuen  Treaty,  in  spite  of  the  frequent 
hostile  interruptions  of  our  trade  with  Prance,  the  annual  average  iuipor. 
tation  of  French  wine  amounted  to  14,400  tuns,  while  of  Port  wine  it  wa* 
only  433  tuns.  But  in  the  year  of  that  unfortunate  Treaty,  1703,  the  im¬ 
portation  of  French  wine  fell  to  l,139tuns,  while  the  importation  of  Port  iue 
rose  from  433  tuns  to  8,445  tuns.  And  notwithstanding  the  increased 
wealthof  this  country,  the  importation  of  French  winesfor  the  last  nine  years 
averaged  only  1364  tuns.  Thus  we  substituted  for  good  and  cheap  wines 
a  bad  and  dear  wine.  •  Under  the  Methuen  Treaty  a  monopoly  of  tiie  most 
odious  kind  was  created  in  Portugal,  in  the  Oporto  Wine  Cunipaiiy,  a 
corporation  possessing  powers  of  confiscation  and  privileges  of  the  most 
tyrannical  and  scandalous  description.  They  separated  the  wines  made  in 
their  privileged  district :  the  best  they  retained  forborne  consumption  or 
for  ex}}ortation  to  Brazil:  the  refuse  they  sent,  at  an  enormous  price,  to 
England,  where  it  was  mixed  up  with  adulterating  liquids  by  a  class  of 
persons  called  wine-brewers.  As  a  proof  to  what  extent  adulteration  Has 
carried,  he  would  mention  that  135  pipes  of  wine,  shipped  at  the  Island  of 
Guernsey,  on  reaching  the  Port  of  London,  were  multiplied  into  2,545  pipes. 
In  the  Treaty  of  1810  with  Portugal,  negociated  by  Mr.  Canning,  it  nas 
expressly  stipulated  that  all  wine  monopolies  in  Portugal  should  be  abol¬ 
ished  :  but  in  spite  of  that  stipulation,  seconded  by  the  urgent  remon¬ 
strances  of  the  witish  Government,  the  Portuguese  Court  had  refused 
to  interfere  with  the  0|K>rto  Company.  This  conduct  had  given  rise  to  a 
suspicion  that  the  monopolizing  corporation  gave  their  royal  patrons  some¬ 
thing  better  tlian  their  wine  for  this  protection.  Adverting  to  the  other 
results  of  the  Methuen  Treaty,  so  far  from  our  woollen  trade  with  Por¬ 
tugal  having  increased,  it  had  almost  become  extinct.  Before  that  Treaty 
we  exported  there  woollens  to  the  average  value  of  728,000/, ;  while  now 
the  average  value  was  only  165,000/. — ^four  or  five  times  less  than  it  was 
before  the  Treaty  which  was  to  benefit  so  greatly  the  woollen  trade  I  For 
this  we  had  sacrificed  our  trade  with  the  populous  and  flourishing  king¬ 
dom  of  France,  a  country  close  to  our  own  shores,  an  extensive  commerce 
with  which  had  been  recommended  by  all  our  greatest  statesmen.  Our  aver¬ 
age  annual  imports  from  France  amounted  to  1,883,844/.,  and  our  average 
exports  to  that  country  to  1,227,887/.  By  way  of  comparison,  he  would 
state  that  our  imports  from  the  United  States  were  three  times  greater 
than  our  imports  from  Prance,  'and  that  our  exports  thither  were  six  times 
more  valuable  than  our  exports  to  Prance.  Wine  formed  the  esseutial 
basis  of  French  commerce — there  were  five  millions  of  acres  devoted  to 
the  production  of  it ;  the  cultivation  of  the  vines  and  the  manufacture  of 
the  wine  gave  employment  to  l-lOth'of  the  population  of  the  country ;  and 
the  annual  produce  raised  averaged  24,060,000/.  Who  began  the  im¬ 
position  of  restrictions,  the  French  or  ourselves  ?  The  French  commenced 
111  1814,  and  we  commenced  so  far  back  as  1703 :  so  that,  as  we  were  the 
first  to  commence  the  system,  we  should  lead  the  way  in  putting  an  end  to 
it.  (Hear  !  hear!)  The  Treaty  had  even  injured  Portugal :  its  exporta¬ 
tion  of  wine  to  other  countries,  once  considerable,  liad  fallen  to  alinoiit 
nothing.  Their  wines  had  never  recovered  their  value  in  (he  foreign 
market  since  the  establishment  of  the  Oporto  Company ;  and  while  their 
exports  last  year  to  this  country  amounted  to  17.950  pjpaa,  their  exports 
to  all  the  rest  of  the  world  amounted  to  only  1,232  Villiers, 

after  dwelling  on  the  poverty  and  small  population  or  Portugal,  and  the 
insignificance  of  its  whole  tr^e  with  England,  exclusiye  of  wine,  moved 
for  various  returns  cidculated  to  illustrate  his  statements, 

Mr  Courtenay  complimented  Mr  Villiers  on  bis  able  speech,  stated  bii 
concurrence  generally  in  his  views  on  this  subject,  and  assured  him  that  uo 
doubt  was  entertained  as  to  our  power  to  revise  the  Methuen  Treaty,  and 
that  this  would  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  our  relations  with  Portugal  should 
afford  a  convenient  opportunity.  He  had  no  objection  to  the  productiou  of 
the  papers  moved  for,  excepting  certain  letters ;  but  he  coula  not  enter  At 
large  into  the  subject  in  the  present  state  of  pu*blic  buslncsi,^ 

After  some  observations  from  Mr  Robinson,  Mr  Huskisson,  and  Mr 
Slaney,  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 

SIgRBA  LEONE, 

Mr  lIuMB  drew  the  attention  of  the  House  to  tha  state  of  this  eolooy. 
He  traced  its  history  from  the  rear  ^85,  when  it  was  founded  for  the  pu^ 
pose  of  checking  the  slave  tradot  and  of  affording  an  asylum  for  liberate 
negroes,  where  they  could  be  tai^bt  the  arts  of  civiliaatiw.  Notwit^ 
standing  the  immense  sum  (3,000, tftO/.)  which  it  had  cost  this  eountryt 
•oil  and  climate  was  so  bad,  that  the  colonaUs  could  pot  raise  prodwe  for 


All.  In  1828  the  total  population,  black  and  white,  incluolog  soldiers,  wM 
01^  16,000.  He  maintained  that  the  experiment  had  foiled,  and  moveo 
That  is  is  expedient  to  adopt  measures  tor  withdrawing  from  the  comay 
of  Sierra  Leone." 

Mr  OoATOK  laid  ItfoLwidoubtodli  boflo  itri  deMnicMv*  ^ 
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the  liTM  of  Europeaae,  but  that  wm  tly  owinf  to  the  kind  of  trooM 
seot  out,  who  were  diiMlote  in  their  nabits.  He  quoted  a  letter  of  Sir 
Herbert  Taylor,  in  which  it  wm  stated  that  the  mortality  in  Jamaica  had 
lately  equalled  that  on  the  African  coast.  It  was  a  mistake  to  hare  whites 
at  Sierra  Leone.  The  inhabitants  of  the  colony  would  be  perfectly  satis¬ 
fied  that  all  ciril  officers,  excepting  perhaps  the  gorernor,  should  be  brown 
or  black  men.  (A  laugh,)  lie  knew  this  was  not  palatable  to  some  gen¬ 
tlemen,  but  he  was  one  of  those  who  thought  there  was  no  difference 
between  a  Mack  and  a  white,  beyond  that  which  was  the  result  of  preju¬ 
dice.  He  recommended  Mr  Hume  to  alter  his  motion  into  one  for  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Inquiry. 

Sir  O.  Mubray  argued  that  some  British  station  on  the  African  coast 
most  be  maintained  under  the  treaties  for  the  suppression  of  the  slate 
trade,  and  Sierra  Leone  was  not  worse  than  any  other  part  of  the  coast. 
The  medical  reports  had  taried  upon  the  effect  of  the  climate.  It  was  his 
intention  to  hate  the  citil  situations  of  that  colony  filled  in  future  by  per¬ 
sons  of  colour.  The  King's  Adrocate  was  at  this  time  a  person  of  colour. 
In  short,  the  object  was  to  form  the  settlement  in  a  few  years  into  a  free 
African  state.  He  did  not  consider  a  committee  necessary. 

After  some  further  discussion,  Mr  Hume  altered  his  motion  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  Mr  Buxton ;  and  a  committee  was  agreed  to  and  named. 

HYDROPHOBIA. 

Mr  Alderman  Wood  moved  the  second  reading  of  bis  bill,  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  hydrophobia. 

Sir  R.  Pbel  aid  not  object  to  the  principle  of  the  bill,  but  really  its  pro¬ 
visions  were  so  loose  as  to  require  inucn  alteration.  For  instance,  any 
person  was  authorized  to  seize  a  mad  dog  and  to  give  it  over  to  a  con¬ 
stable.  (Loud  laughter.)  Again,  it  was  provi^d  that  magistrates 
might  order  the  confinement  of  dogs  within  particular  parishes. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr  Alderman  Wood  was  astonished  to  hear  the  Right  Hon.  Baronet 
treat  the  bill  with  levity. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  second  time,  and  conunitted  to  a  select  com¬ 
mittee.

IflLITAllY  RESPECT  PAID  TO  FOREIGN  RSLIOIOMf. 

SirR,  Inolis  presented  a  petition  from  twenty-two  clergymen  of  the 
deanery  of  Rochester,  against  Protestant  soldiers  being  required  to  pay 
respect  to  Catholic  ceremonies. 

Sir  G.  Mderay  could  not  admit  that  any  violation  had  been  done  to  the 
consciences  of  the  military  in  question,  as  all  that  was  required  of  them  was 
confined  to  mere  military  duty.  In  all  our  foreign  possessions,  such  as  the 
East  Indies,  it  was  quite  necessary  to  give  way  to  the  religious  preju¬ 
dices  of  the  native^  of  those  countries,  as  far  as  mere  military  matters  were 
concerned. 

Mr  Teant  and  Sir  G.  Robb  spoke  in  favour  of  the  petition. 

Sir  H.  Vivian  said  he  bad  never  heard  of  British  soldiers  complaining 
of  being  obliged  to  pay  respect  to  the  religion  of  that  country  in  which 
they  were  stationea.  Wnen  Protestant  service  was  performed,  what 
would  Honourable  Gentlemen  think  if  those  who  were  Catholics  continued 
shouldering  their  muskets  while  the  other  half  were  kneeling  down  ? 


LAW  REFORM. 

Mr  Brougham  brought  in  a  Bill  for  the  Establishment  of  LocalJuris- 
dictions.  ‘  At  present  he  only  proposed  to  extend  the  measure  to  Kent,  and 
IXirhim,  and  Northumberland;  uut  the  details  of  the  Bill  were  such  that 
they  could  be  extended  to  all  the  counties  of  England  and  Wales,  by 
merely  adding  one  clause  to  the  Bill.  The  great  object  of  the  Bill  was 
to  afford  the  suitor  an  opportunity  of  procuring  cheap  justice;  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  local  Courts  would  include  all  actions  for  debt  to  the 
amount  of  100/.  and  all  torts  to  the  amount  of  50/.  The  Bill  did  not  get 
rid  of  ^cial  pleading  altogether,  but  it  limited  it  to  very  particular  cases ; 
and  a  discretionary  power  was  given  to  the  Court,  by  which  the  pleas, 
instead  of  being  loaded  with  prolixity,  repetition,  and  falsehood,  would 
be  simple  and  correct  statements  of  the  facts  alleged.  There  was  a  pro¬ 
vision  which,  with  the  consent  of  the  parties,  would  enable  the  Judge  to 
dispense  with  a  Jury;  but  if  he  subsequently  found  it  a  case  for  a  Jury, 
he  would  have  power  to  call  in  Its  aid ;  there  were  likewise  provisions  for 
appeal  to  the  Judge  of  Assize,  or  to  Westminster  Hall,  points  in  the  one 
instance  being  to  he  saved  for  the  Judge  of  Assize,  and  cases  in  the  other 
to  be  drawn  up  for  the  opinion  of  the  Judges  at  Westminster- hall.  The 
principal  feature  of  the  optional  branches  of  the  measure  was  the  proposi¬ 
tion  to  establish  Courts  of  Reconcilement.  He  meant  to  allow  adverse 
parties  to  go  before  a  Judge  voluntarily  to  settle  their  disputes.  If  they 
could  accomplish  that,  process  should  issue  for  the  payment  of  the  money 
in  dispute ;  if  they  coura  not,  the  result  of  the  first  proceedings  might 
form  part  of  the  second.  He  had  received  a  most  valuable  statement 
relative  to  the  Danish  and  Hamburg  Courts  of  this  description.  Of  5000 
CMes  brought  before  the  Courts  of  Reconcilement  in  these  countries,  two- 
thirds  or  three-fourths  were  settled,  and  not  one  shilling  expended,  and 
none  of  the  parties  had  ever  darkened  the  doors  of  a  Court  of  Justice  or 
K^ity. 

The  Bill  was  read  a  first  time,  on  the  understanding  that  it  should  be 
ajscussed  in  the  Committee.  Mr  Brougham,  however,  said  it  was  most 
hacly  it  would  not  pass  this  season.

paupers  into  the  alms-houses,  gone  so  far  as  to  enter  the  church  on  a 
Tuesday,  at  a  few  minutes  be^re  twelve  o'clock,  and  read  the  Liturgy 
from  beginning  to  end,  in  order  to  disturb  the  parishiouers, ,  under  the  sup¬ 
position  that  they  were  met  to  discuss  the  question  of  a  new  church.  The 
Vestry  had  accordingly  been  compelled  to  separate,  and  left  the  curato 
and  his  clerk  to  go  through  the  service  1  Mr  Humb  aioved  that  the  peti¬ 
tions  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee. 

The  Chancbllor  of  the  ExciiEguKR  and  Dr  Lushinoton  maintained 
that  the  fact  that  the  parish  contained  M,000  pt'ople  was  a  sufficient  justifi¬ 
cation  of  the  Coiiiniissioners. 

Mr  Alderman  Waithman  said,  that  the  chapels  of  Dissenters  in  that 
parish  were  crowded,  but  not  more  than  1200  persons  attended  the  esia- 
olished  churches,  -which  were  consequently  never  half  full. 

Mr  John  Wood  was  of  opinion,  tnat  the  motion  did  not  go  far  enough 
—it  ought  to  extend  to  the  whole  kingdom.  He  had  complaints  of  twelvo 
churches  having  been  unnecessarily  built  in  various  parts  of  the  country ; 
at  Studley,  the  church  was  built  at  the  distance  of  a  mile  and  a  half  from 
the  village,  the  inhabitants  of  which  it  professed  to  accommodate.^ 

The  House  divided — For  the  motion,  14 ;  against  it,  (H;  mqjurity,  50. 


GENERAL  DARLING. 

Mr  J.  Stewart  moved  for  various  papers  connected  with  the  conduct 
of  General  Darling,  Governor  of  New  South  Wales,  in  relation  to  a 
soldier  named  Sudds,  who  had  died  in  consequence  of  being  put  in  irons, 
and  punished  with  greater  severity  than  the  sentence  of  the  (Quarter  Ses¬ 
sions  directed,  '^e  motion  was  however  withdrawn,  on  Sir  George 
Murray  promising  to  furnish  the  information  required. 

FOURTH  EQUITY  JUDGE. 

The  debate  on  this  subject  was  resumed,  and  after  two  or  three  speeches. 
Adjourned  to  Tuesday.

SCOTCH  JUDICATURE. 

Mr  C.  Fergusson  stated  various  objections,  in  which  he  said  he  was 
generally  supported  by  the  t^o  great  bodies  of  Scotch  Lawyers — tho 
Faculty  of  Aavocates  and  the  Writers  to  the  Signet — against  the  Lord 
Advocate's  Bill.  The  proposed  reduction  of  the  number  of  judges  of  the 
Court  of  Session,  from  15  to  IJ,  would  cause  the  business  to  fall  into 
greater  arrear,  and  it  was  already  a  year  behindhand.  The  provision  to 
make  Trial  by  J ury  compulsory,  was  very  unpopular.  He  thought  the 
fairest  course  would  be  to  allow  parties  ail  option  of  having  their  pausea 
tried  by  the  Judge  alone.  The  unanimity  of  tho  Jury  in  civil  cases  was 
another  hazardous  innovation,  and  would,  if  persisted  in,  introduce  this 
anomaly — that  in  civil  cases  the  Jury  must  be  unanimous,  while  in  criminal 
cases  a  simple  majority  was  sufficient.  The  removal  of  a  great  part  of 
the  business  of  the  Admiralty  Court  to  the  Sheriff's  Courts,  made  it  desi¬ 
rable  to  regulate  and  simplify  the  proceedings  of  the  latter,  which  at  pre¬ 
sent  were ,  encumbered  with  costly  and  tooious  written  pleadings.  He 
thought  the  parties  should  be  required  each  to  make  a  statement,  which 
alone  should  lerm  the  basis  of  the  trial.  As  to  such  portion  of  the  business 
of  the  Admiralty  Court  as  would,  on  its  abolition,  be  transferred  to  the 
Court  of  Session,  the  delay  and  expense  would  be  thereby  increased  four¬ 
fold.  The  Commissary  Courts,  which  decided  questions  of  divorce  mud 
legitimacy,  had  given  satisfaction  to  the  country  fur  years  ;  they  cost 
I  not  more  than  l,l00/.  a  year;  and  they  decided  cases  without  polluting  the 
public  mind,  and  blazoning  the  unhappiness  of  families,  by  the  publication 
of  the  disgusting  details  which  in  England  were  three  times  repeated  in 
the  Courts,  even  if  the  causes  did  uut  reach  Parliament.  (Heury  hear!) 
The  plan  of  the  Lord  Advocate  would  add  so  much  to  the  expense  of  a 
divorce  as  to  put  that  remedy  out  of  the  roach  of  the  jioorer  classes.  The 
system  of  general  appeals  to  the  House  of  Lords,  led  to  much  dissatlsfRc- 
tion  in  Scotland. 

In  answer  to  a  questiou  from  8ir  Geo.  Warrender,  Nir  U.  Pbel  said  it 
was  intended  to^iucrease  the'salaries  of  the  Scotch  Judges. 

Mr.  Hume  complained  that  fifinisters,  although  they  must  have  known  of 
the  intended  reduction  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  in  Hcotland,  had 
recently  ap))ointed  Mr.  Abercrombie  to  the  vacant  office  of  Chief  Baron, 
and  thus  wasted  R  J^Rr  of  the  public  money. 

The  House  then  went  into  a  Committee  on  the  Bill,  when  M/^Fergusson 
and  others  proposed  amendments,  but  the  clauses  as  Ihev  stood  were  carried 
without  division.  The  Bill  was  then  passed  through  the  Committee. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  JUSTICE. 

On  the  motion  for  further  considering  this  Bill,

MrD.  W.  Haevby  argued  that  the  proposed  additional  Judges  were 
quite  needless.  If  the  business  of  the  Courts  were  better  dwtributed, 
toere  were  Judges  enough.  At  present  the  Common  Pleas  had  little  to  do, 
and  the  Exchequer  scarcely  anvloiitf .

THE  BILL  FOR  IMPROVING  TUB  PROFESSIONAL

In  point  of  uniformity  Sir  Walter  Scott  has  told  us,  that  in  a

*  Wanted  to  know  what  were  the  sentiments  of  the  Government  with

The  forme 
of  proceeding  in  the  Courts  in  Wales  might  still  be  preserved,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  appointment  of  additional  Judges  ;  but  the  Attorney -General  said 
no.  It  certainly  might  not  be  convenient  to  Honourable  and  Learned  Gen¬ 
tlemen  to  bold  six,  or  eight,  or  ten  Courts  in  one  day ;  but  the  practice  was 
eaeeedingly  convenient  to  the  people  of  Wales.  Under  the  uew  arrange¬ 
ment  to  be  made  by  the  present  Bill,  all  the  law  for  Wales  was  to  emanate 
frpiu  WeHtmioster  Hall.  The  whole  was  to  come  from  London,  instead  of 
being  had  almost  the  moment  it  was  required  in  the  Principality.  Thus 
cheap  justice  was  exchanged  for  dear.* 

Tliif  Act  of  the  Attorney  Geheral  U  nought  unless  mischievous, 
and  the  very  worst  ipeasure  that  has  aver  been  proposed  under  the 
name  of  a  reform. 


The  King  of  the  Nbthbrlands,  in  closing  the  session  of  the  States- 
General  the  other  day,  poiigratulated  the  Members  i^n  the  harmony 
restored  between  the  executive  and  the  legislature.  This  must  be  taken 
with  some  allowance,  while  the  arbitrary  couviction  of  Db  Pottbb  and  his 
friends,  and  their  tyrauniealipunishment,  are  fresh  in  the  public  mind. 
That  scandalous  afiair  is,  however,  kept  alive  by  the  conduct  of  the  French 
and  Prussian  authorities,  who  have  refused  to  let  the  cjmIcs  enter  either 
France  or  Prussia;  and  they  consequeutly  remain  in  a  frontier  town  of  the 
latter  kingdom,  unable  to  obey  tl^ir  sentence  f  The  Dutch  Kino  has 
csrtainly  in  other  matters  dons  much  to  remove  the  disoonteat  of  his  sub¬ 
jects.  Besides  many  rsforms  in  tha  fiuaaees,  be  hiu  abolished  the  obnoxi¬ 
ous  regulation  which  cooipcUed  the  peojde  of  the  Netherlands  to  use  the 
Dutch  Language  in  all  public  proceedings.  This  has  given  much  satis- 
faction.

Some  idea  of  the  serious  loss  occasioned  by  the  delay  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  French  expedition  against  Algiers,  may  be  form^  front  the  following 
calculation  in  the  Journal  du  Commerce .« — ^  In  the  mean  while,  18  pountb 
per  diem  for  each  man,  whether  in  vietnals  or  water,  U  rather  more  than 
the  freight  of  two  brigs  of  800  tons  each,  which  the  expedition  consumes 
daily.  We  comprise  in  this  calculation  the  food  for  the  oxen  and  hbrses.* 

The  Manchester  and  Liverpool  railway  being  completed,  steam-carriages 
with  loaded  waggons  attached  have  travelled  over  it  this  week  with  great 
success.  The  power  of  the  engines  to  keep  a  rapid  motion  for  a  long  dis¬ 
tance  has  been  fully  establisheo.  The  average  speed  on  the  return  from 
Manchester  was  20  miles  an  hour,  and  in  passing  over  Chat  Moss,  the  car¬ 
riages  proceeded  for  a  time  at  the  rate  of  27  miles !

People  op  St  Domingo. — After  passing  within  our  view  Santa  Cruz, 
and  Porto  Rico,  we  came  in  sight  of  St  Domingo ;  and  on  the  6th,  landed 
the  mail  for  that  island,  at  the  small  port  of  Jacquemel.  I  went  on  shore 
in  the  boat  with  Captain  J  ames,  expecting  to  see  a  few  huts  and  wretched 
inhabitants.  1  was  agreeably  disappointed.  1  found  a  large  town  with 
many  good  commodious  houses,  and  a  respectable  looking  mansion  for  the 

resident  when  he  visits  that  district.  It  was  a  religious  holiday  ;  and  as 

fortunately  met  upon  m'y  landing  a  gentleman  who  had  been  at  New 
Lanark,  he  enabled  me  to  take  a  hasty  general  view  of  the  town.  This 
was  my  first  lauding  in  any  of  the  West  Indian  settlements,  and  everything 
was  new  to  me,  and  more  new  in  consequence  of  its  being  the  first  free- 
coloured  population  1  had  seen.  As  a  population  living,  as  I  understood  i  t 
did,  by  its  own  industry,  it  was  better  dresl,  cleaner,  more  orderly,  lud 
mild  and  polite  in  its  demeanour  the  one  to  the  other,  than  any  working 
or  trading  population  I  had  ever  seen  in  any  civilized  country.  There 
was  less  corroding  anxiety  and  more  urbanity  in  the  expression  of  counte¬ 
nance,  than  I  had  witnessed  in  any  population  in  Europe  or  America.  1 
was  introduced  to  see  one  of  the  dances,  which,  I  was  informed,  was  made 
up  of  those  who  were  not  considered  of  the  higher  orders  of  the  place  ; 
but  the  neatness  and  elegance  of  their  dress,  their  general  outward 
appearance,  and  their  conduct  to  each  other  and  to  us  strangers,  would 
have  done  credit  to  any  town  population  I  had  even  seen  collects  t^ether 
for  a  similar  purpose.

I  Colours.— Nothing  contributes  in  a  more  particular  manner  to  heighten 
the  bMUty  of  the  skin,  than  the  choice  of  colours.  For  example,  females 
of  fair  complexion  ought  to  wear  the  purest  w  hite  ;  they  should  choose 
light  and  brilliant  colours,  such  as  rose,  azure,  light  yellow,  &c.  Women 
of  a  dark  complexion,  who  dress  in  such  colours  us  we  too  frequently  see 
them  do,  cause  their  skin  to  appear  black,  dull,  and  tanned.  They  ought 
therefore,  to  avoid  wearing  buen  or  laces  of  too  briMiant  a  white;  thev 
ought  to  avoid  white  robes,  and  rose-c(dour  or  light  blue  ribbons,  which 
form  too  disagreeable  a  contrast  with  their  caruatiuos.  Let  such  persons, 
on  the  contrary,  dress  in  colours  which  are  best  suited  to  them ;  in  par¬ 
ticular,  green,  violet,  puce,  purple;  and  then  that  darkness,  which  was 
only  the  effect  of  too  harsh  a  contrast,  will  suddenly  disappear,  as  if  by 
enchantment ;  their  com^exion  will  become  lively  and  animated,  and  will 
exhibit  such  charms  as  will  dispute  and  even  bear  away  the  palm  from  the 
fairest  of  the  fair.  In  a  word,  *tbe  fair  cannot  be  too  carerul  to  correct, 
by  light  colours,  the  paleness  of  their  complexions :  and  darker  women, 
by  stronger  colours,  the  somewhat  yellow  tint  of  their  carnation.  We  must 
imt  omit  a  very  important  observation,  respecting  the  change  of  colours  by 
light.  Thus,  crimson  is  extremely  handsome  at  night,  when  it  may  be 
substituted  for  rose-colour,  which  loses  its  charms  by  candle-light ;  but 
this  crimson,  seen  by  day,  spoils  the  most  beautiful  complexion ;  no  colour 
Whatever  strips  it  so  completely  of  all  its  attractious.  Pale  yellow,  on  the 
contrary,  is  ohen  very  handsome  by  day,  and  is  perfectly  suited  to  people 
who  have  a  fine  carnation ;  but  at  night  it  appears  dirty  and  tarnishes  the 
lustre  of  the  complexion,  to  which  it  is  designed  to  add  brilliancy.

Flaxman  and  his  Wife.- In  1788,  Plaxman  hired  a  small  studio 
in  Wardour  street,  collected  a  stock  of  choice  models,  set  bis  sketches 
in  good  order,  and  took  unto  himself  a  wife, — Ann  Denman,— one  whom 
he  had  long  loved  and  who  well  deserved  his  affection.  8he  was  amiable 
and  accomplished,  had  a  taste  for  art  and  literature,  was  skilful  in 
French' and  Italian,  and,  like  her  husband,  had  acquired  some  knowledge 
of  the  Greek.  But  what  was  better  than  all,  she  was  an  enthusiastic 
admirer  of  his  genius ;  she  cheered  and  encouraged  him  in  his  moments  of 
despondency,  regulate  modestly  and  prudently  his  domestic  economy, 
arranged  his  drawings,  managed  now  aad  then  his  correspondence,  and 
acted  in  all  particulars  m  that  it  seemed  as  if  the  church,  in  performing  a 
marriage,  bM  accomplished  a  miracle,  and  blended  them  really  into  one 
flesh  and  blood.  He  nad  never  doubted  that  in  the  companv  of  her  whom 
he  loved,  he  should  be  able  to  woVk  with  an  inteoser  spirit;  but  of  another 
opinion  was  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds.  **  So,  Flaxman,**  said  the  President  one 
d^  as  he  chanced  to  meet  him,  I  am  told  you  are  married — if  so.  Sir,  I 
tell  you,  you  are  ruined  for  an  artist  1**  Flaxman  went  home,  sat  down 
beside  his  wife,  took  her  band,  and  said  with  a  smile,  **  I  am  ruined  for  an 
artist.**—**  John,*’  said  she,  **  how  has  this  happened,  and  who  has  done 
|t?”— **  It  happraed,**  said  he,  **  in  the  church;  and  Ann  Denman  has 
done  it;  I  met  Sir  Joshua  Beyimlds  just  now,  and  he  said  marriage  had 
ruined  m#  in  my  profession.***<r-For  a  moment,  a  cloud  hung  upon  Flax- 
man’s  brow ;  but  this  worthy  couple  understood  each  other  too  well  to 
have  their  bappineai  seriously  marred  by  the  unguarded  and  peevish 
J^ifuurk  of  a  wealthy  oW  bachelor.  For  thirty  years, 

Flaxman  had  lived  wedded  :  his  health  was  generally  good,  bis  spirits 
were  equ^  and  his  wife,  to  whom  his  fame  was  happiness,  had  always 
been  at  his  side.  Her  husband  paid  her  the  double  respect  due  to  affec¬ 
tion  and  talent,  and  when  any  difficulty  lu  composition  occurred,  he 
would  say  with  a  smile,  **  Ask  Mrs  Plaxman ;  she  is  my  dictionary.” 
She  maiutaintd  the  simplicity  and  digmity  of  her  husband,  mid  refused  all 
presents  of  paintings,  or  drawmgs,  or l>ooks,  unless  some  reciprocal  inter¬ 
change  were  made.  It  is  almost  needless  to  say,  that  Flaxman  loved  such 
a  woman  very  tenderly*  The  hour  of  their  separation  approached :  she 
fell  ill  and  died  in  the  year  IS80 ;  and  from  the  time  of  this  bereavement 
suoMthiug  like  a  lethargy  eame  over  his  spirit.  Hb  sister,  a  lady  of  taste 
and  talent  much  like  his  own,  and  his  wife’s  sister,  were  of  his  household  ; 
but  she  who  had  shared  in  all  his  joys  sod  sorrows  was  gone,  and  nothing 
could  comfort  him; — Tke  Family  Library :  Idvee  of  Brilitk  Paintere, 
Utmlptort,  MHd  4rckUtci$.

CoLBRiDGK. — Sir  W.  Scott. tlius  speaks  of  this  distiiigui*«iied  poet:—

GUILDHALL. 

A  MODBEM  Josbpii.--'A  Ud,  about  18  years  of  age,  named  Frederick 
Joieph^  an  apprentice  with  Mr  Davis,  furrier,  Huirs  Head  cour^  Newgate 
street,  was  on  Wednesday  charged  with  assaulting  two  of  his  master’s 
maid-servants.  Tbe  first  was  a  powerful  young  woman,  named  Mary 
Nteward.  She  stated  that  siia  and  ner  feliow-scrvaut  went  to  bed,  having 
fastened  the  door.  They  fell  asleep,  but  at  a  Quarter  past  one  she  awoke 
and  found  the  defendant  lying  by  her  side  in  the  bed.  She  called  to  her 
fellow-servant,  **  Here’s  Frederick  in  bed upon  which  he  started  up 
and  ran  out  of  the  room. — We  both  went  to  sleep,  and  at  a  quarter  before 
two  we  found  him  in  our  bed  again,  lying  by  the  side  of  Betsy  ! — Betsy 
Huberts,  the  other  young  woman,  said,  that  when  she  found  him  lying  by 
her  side,  with  his  hand  over  her  side,  she  gave  him  a  smack  in  the  face,  and 
he  rushed  out  of  the  room.  She  called  out  aloud,  threatening  to  tell  her 
mistress  in  the  morning. — Master  Joseph  denied  that  he  was  in  the  bed  on 
either  side.  He  admitted  having  concealed  himself  in  the  maid’s  room, 
and  said,  if  liberties  had  not  been  given  to  him,  lie  should  not  have  thought 
of  taking  any.— Mr  Davis  said  he  was  one  of  the  most  depraved  lads  in 
existence. — He  was  ordered  to  find  sureties  to  keep  the  peace. 

Kions  or  THE  Times. — OnThursday,  Jo4n  A’Aor/,  a  miserable  looking 
man,  about  90  years  of  age  only,  was  brought  up,  and  charged  with  theft. 
This  unfortunate  creature,  it  appeared,  nad  dined  at  an  eating-house  in 
Oiltspur  street — after  whiclu  he  not  only  told  the  landlord  that  he  had  no 
money  to  pav  for  his  diimer,  but  that  he  had  also  stolen  a  knife  and  fork !— • 
As  he  would  not  give  up  the  articles,  he  was  given  into  the  hands  of  tbe 
constable ;  to  wm>m  he  said,  that  he  had  made  (H  late  several  such  attempts, 
in  order  tliat  he  m%ht  get  transported  f  but  the  Magistrates  had  always 
frustrated  hk  object.— In  his  defence,  he  told  Alderman  Key,  that  he  was 
m  dver ;  that  he  could  not  obtain  any  employment ;  that  he  was  suffering 
under  want  and  hunger ;  and  that  he  hoped  tbe  law  would  be  allowed  to 
take  its  course. — The  Magistrate  told  him,  that  he  must  go  to  bis  parish ; 
that  they  could  not  forward  his  designs  by  such  means  as  he  had  taken ; 
and  that  he  most  probably  would  get  well  flogged,  and  sent  to  tbe  hulks, 
rather  than  be  transported. — ^The  poor  fellow  answered  to  this,  that  in  the 
hulks  he  should  get  a  place  to  lie  his  head  in.  something  to  eat,  and  cover¬ 
ing! — Alderman  Key,  however,  disebargea  him — upon  which  this  unsuc¬ 
cessful  candidate  for  banishment  exclaim^  Discharged  only  to  do  some¬ 
thing  worse  !**  and  turned  from  the  bar.— **These  are,”  indeed,  **the  times 
thxt  try  men’s  souls.** 

WORSHIP  STEBET. 

'Biequlae  Case  op  Bigamy.— On  Tuesday,  Thomas  Buckley^  21 
years  of  age,  was  charged  with  bigamy.  Martha  maiiiey,  of  New  street 
Hill,  Shoe  lane,  said:  in  May,  1820,  she  became  acquainted  with  the  pri¬ 
soner,  and  lived  with  him  three  weeks;  they  then  separated  for  six  montlw, 
when  they  renewed  their  acquaintance,  and  agreed  to  be  married.  The 
parish  of  Christ-ebureb,  Newgate  street,  gave  her  2/.  and  a  wedding- 
ring  ;  and  on  the  2d  of  P ebruary  last,  she  was  married  to  tbe  prisoner,  and 
livra  with  him  several  weelu,  during  which  time  he  beat  her  dreadfully. 
The  prisoner,  after  be  bad  ill-used  her,  told  her  he  had  another  wife,  and 
was  married  in  the  name  of  Johnson. — William  Doran  said  the  prisoner 
was  married  in  the  name  of  Jolmsonw— The  clerk  of  Cler  ken  well,  and  tbe 
sexton  of  Ht.  Botolph,  produced  the  registers  of  both  the  marriages.  Both 
wives  were  present :  they  were  each  uwut  2I>  years  of  iq^e,  and  pretty¬ 
looking  women.— The  Prisoner  said,  he  was  a  coach-smitl^  and  on  the 
morning  of  bis  stiarriage  with  tbe  first  wife,  he  was  at  work  in  Old  street; 
Doran  and  another  man  were  at  work  with  him.  The  first  wife  looked  in 
at  the  shop-window  and  asked  him  if  he  knew  a  young  man  working  there 
named  William  Johnson,  a  coach-painter ?  He  replied  he  did  not.  She 
appemed  somewhat  disconcerted,  and  told  him  that  she  was  going  to  be 
married  to  Johnson  on  that  momiog,  and  he  had  diaappoiiited  her.  He 
furtiioner)  eould  not  help  laughing,  and  told  Doran  of  it.  Being  Monday, 
thev  determined  to  have  a  spree,  Doran  said  she  was  a  deviMh  pretty 
giri,  and  she  should  not  be  disappointed  of  a  husbamL^or  be  would  have 
her  himself.  Prisoner  then  said  m  would  bape  her.  The  lady  was  then 
requested  to  m^e  her  choke,  and  it  fell  upon  prisoner.  She  had  the 
•®®J*®dding-ring  ready,  and  they  went  to  Clerkenwell  church  and 
were  iMrried,  Doran  gave  the  hride  awny.  He  noTor  taw  her  in  his  life 


till  the  morning  he  was  married  to  her.  She  Udd  him  the  bans  were  put  up 
in  the  name  of  Johnson,  therefore  he. must  be  married  in  name;  to 
which  he  made  no  objection. — Mr  Beouohton:  ”  Did  you  sleep  together 
that  night  Prisoner :  ”  No,  Sir,  she  was  in  service,  and  returned  to  her 
place,  and  I  thought  no  more  of  it.  It  was  merely  a  frolic.”— Mr 
Beouohton  :  I  am  afraid  you  will  dearly  pay  for  your  frolic.*’— Sarah 
Dilby,  the  first  wife,  said  she  first  met  the  prisoner  by  accident,  when  he 
asked  if  she  would  marry  him;  which  she  agreed  to  do  ! — Mr  Broughton  : 

What,  without  any  other  acquaintance  with  each  other  than  merely 
meeting  in  the  streets  as  strangers  ?” — Dilby:  ”Yes,  Sir.  1  then  went 
and  put  the  bans  up  immediately.” — Mr  Broughton  :  ”  >Vho  told  you  to 

fut  them  up  in  tlie  name  of  William  Johnson  ?*’— Dilby  :  ”  The  prisoner. 

saw  him  again  two  or  three  times,  but  did  not  speak  to  him  until  the 
morning  we  were  married.  I  then  went  to  him  to  put  him  in  mind  of  his 
promise,  and  be  accompanied  me  to  Clerkenwell  church,  where  we  were 


thought  too  much  of  a  good  thing.  She  then  told  me  she  was  pregnant  by 
Johnson,  and  I  told  her  it  was  time  for  me  to  cut ;  and  I  left  her.” — Vann, 
an  officer,  said  he  knew  a  William  Johnson,  a  coach-painter,  who  worked 
for  a  coachmaker  of  the  City  road,  and  had  absconded. — Mr  Broughton 
said  the  whole  story ’was  the  most  improbable  he  ever  heard;  if  tbe  prisoner 
had  not  committed  a  felony,  he  had  a  fraud.  He  (Mr  Broughton)  should 
therefore  commit  the  prisoner  to  Newgate  for  trial,  and  let  a  jury  decide. 


ACCIDENTS,  OFFENCES,  &c. 

Intoxication. — ^The  entertainments  in  honour  of  Mr  Ramsay,  of 
Barnton,  having  attained  his  majority,  had  a  very  fatal  termination.  His 
workmen,  to  the  amount  of  500,  met  in  the  Dovecot  park,  where  an  ox, 
forty  stone  weight,  had  been  put  to  the  fire.  Pour  half-hogsheads  of  porter 
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provided.  Pitchers  of  whisky,  mixed  with  strong  ale  and  porter,  were 
distributed,  along  with  slices  of  beef  and  bread,  to  all  and  sundry.  In  the 
course  of  a  couple  of  hours,  the  potent  liquors,  quaffed  by  the  multitude, 
strewed  the  green  with  the  victims  of  gluttony  and  intoxication ;  and 
before  sunset  many  had  been  removed  in  carts.  On  the  roads,  in  every 
direction,  people  were  found  lying  perfectly  helpless.  One  man  relates, 
that  between  Bannockburn  and  Stirling,  he  loosed  tbe  neckcloths,  and 
placed  in  elevated  i>o«ition8,  no  less  than  eight  individuals  who  were  evi- 
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were,  that  three  individuals  have  lost  their  lives ;  not  to  mention  severe 
others  who  have  narrowly  escaped  a  similar  fate  from  the  same  cause,  hav¬ 
ing  been  obliged  to  be  repeatedly  bled.  Among  the  incidents,  we  may 
mention  the  following  : — A  stout  healthy  wife,  took  such  an  active  part  in 
the  convivialities  that  she  was  at  last  fairly  overpowered,  and  lay  prostrate 
on  the  ground.  Some  friend  put  her  into  a  cart,  and  conveyed  her  home. 
She  fell  sound  asleep.  When  she  awoke  she  had  become,  quite  uncon¬ 
sciously  to  herself,  the  mother  of  another  ”  thumpin’  ‘weau.’*— A’co/fA 
paper. 

On  Wednesday,  Mr  fVoods^  a  grocer,  in  Pleasant  row,  Camden  town, 
was  fined  50/.  at  Marylebone  office,  for  having  caused  to  be  laid  on  his 
premises  a  gas-light,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Imperial  Gas  and  Coke 
Company. 

A  young  man,  named  Fogherty^  a  coaca-spring  maker,  in  a  state  of 


almost  every  bone  in  his  body  was  broken.  He  was  removed  to  Guv’s 
Hospital.  He  was  28  years  of  age,  and  was  the  chief  support  of  his 
parents. 

On  Friday  week,  a  lady  named  Da  Costa,  who  has  resided  for  several 
years  at  Bishop’s  Cleeve,  Cheltenham,  ’  walked  from  her  house  with  a 
loaded  blunderbuss  in  her  hand  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  road,  where  she 
applied  the  muzzle  to  her  breast,  and  fired  its  contents  through  her  heart. 

Another  Fatal  Fight. — A  pitched  battle  took  place  on  Wednesday 
last,  in  Wellington-fields,  Virginia- water,  Windsor,  between  two  pugilists 
named  Stubbs  and  Bennet,  for  a  trifling  sum,  and  which  was  most  obsti¬ 
nately  contested  on  both  sides  for  nearly  an  hour,  when  Benndt  was 
declared  the  victor.  Stubbs  was  carried  off  the  ground  in  a  state  of  insen¬ 
sibility,  and  expired  shortly  afterwards.  The  fight  was  made  known 
beforehand,  but  no  efforts  were  made  to  prevent  it.  Thus,  through  the  ne¬ 
glect  of  the  magistracy,  another  victim  has  been  added  to  the  barbarous 
and  disgusting  s^tem  of  prize-fighting. 

The  Ring.- The  frightful  result  of  the  recent  brutal  pugilistic  contest 
will,  in  all  probability,  lead  to  the  discontinuance  of  these  disgraceful  prac¬ 
tices.  The  sophistry  by  which  tbe  partizans  of  tbe  ‘  Ring*  attempt  to  justify 
the  systematic  raiudsrs  of  tbe  boxers,  cannot  impose  upon  any  reasonable 
mind.  Tbe^  ”  Ring’’  has  nothing  to  recommend  it ;  those  who  exhibit  their 
powers  within  its  bounds  are  mere  hirelings,  who,  after  the  most  scientific 
metkods,endeavour  to  weaken,  maim,  and  kill  each  other.The  men  whoare 
trained  to  this  bloody  work  are  necessarily  called  from  every  honourable 
pursuit,  to  STOrt  their  lives  for  the  entertainment  of  richer  men  than  them¬ 
selves,  who  nave  no  capacity  for  any  enjoyment  of  a  more  refined  nature. 
The  consequences  to  botn  the  patrons  ana  their  victims  are  alike  degrading : 
the  only  distinction  between  them  is,  that  the  patrons  have  not  tlm  animal 
to  engage  in  a  nractire  which  they  have  the  baseness  to  applaud. 
The  hght  between  M'Kay  and  Bvme  has  terminated  fatally,  tbe  former 
having  been  killed.  An  inquest  nas  been  held,  and  a  verdict  of  man¬ 
slaughter  has  been  returned  against  the  surviving  principal  and  the  seconds. 
We  are  sorry  that  some  of  the  well-dressed  rufriaos,  who  stimulated  Iho 
actors  in  this  degrading  baseness,  were  not  iocluded  in  the  verdict;  that 
the  person  who  brought  M*Knv  to  the  ground  in  n  **  conch  nod  feur,”  and 
the  very  ma^ily  person  who  held  a  wat^  duriug  the  battle,  and  enlled  the 
combatants  from  thsir  exhaustion,  at  the  expiration  of  the  half  nunnte, 
to  renew  iho  atruggle,— we  JnHch  regret  that  thoM  wme  aoi  ahe 
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compelled  to  tUiMl  a  trial.  The  sending  of  a  fellow  in  ruffles*'  to  the 
tread'inill  for  a  year,  would  hare  more  enect  in  checkins  the  practice  than 
the  punishment  of  a  whole  host  of  poor  men. — It  is  nardly  possible  to 
cooceise  of  what  nature  that  man  must  be  who  can  Tenture  to  show  his 
face  among  gentlemen,  after  hafii^  stood  by  whilst,  for  a  paltry  sum  of 
money,  two  poor  |  men  were  pursuing  a  conflict  so  dangerous.  Towards 
the  close  of  the  battle,  "  M'Ray's  face  was  reduced  to  a  mere  pulp,  and 
erery  blow  which  the  dying  man  receired  sent  the  blood  in  flakes  orer 
the  shirt  of  his  second,  Tom  Crib,**  and  in  this  state,  whilst  nature  could 
at  all  sustain  him,  was  he  again  placed  before  his  antagonist,  until  the  last 
blow,  which  destroyed  his  life,  terminated  the  6ght.  It  is  quite  neces¬ 
sary  that  a  stop  should  be  put  to  such  scenes,  and  that  justice  should  be 
allowed  to  take  its  course.
